' Another Parliament diffolved, 4 Car. the priviledge of Parliamear. broken, 
by impriſoning divers Members of the Houſe , detaining them cloſe: prifoners 
for matiy moneths together, without the liberty of uſing Books, Pen, Inke, or 
Paper, denying them all the comfocts of life, all means of preſervation of health, 
not pcrmitting their wives to come unto them , eyen in time of their fickneſſe, 
And for.the compleating of that cruelty, after yeers ſpent ia ſuch miſerable du- 
rance, deptiving them of the neceſſary means of Spitituall conſglation, nor ſuf- 
frring them to go abroad to enjoy Gods Ordinances in Gods Houſe ,-or Gods 


Miniſters tocome to them , to adminiſter comfort unto them in their private 


- Chambers : and to keep them till in this oppreſſed condition , nor admitting 


them to be bailed according to Law, yet vexing them-with Informations in in« 
ferioi Courts, ſentencing and fining ſome of thein for marters done in Parlia- 
ment; and extorting the-payments of thoſe Fines from them, enfurcing others to 
pur in fecurity of good behaviour, before they could be releaſed. :

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Intere,but alſo publike faith have bin broken, in ſeizing of the mony and-Bui- 
lion in the Mint; and the whole Kingdom liketo-be robb'd at once, in thar ab- 
ominable projeR of Brafle Money. Greatnumbrrsof his: Majeftics Subjetts, 
for refuſing thoſe unlawfull charges, have -beene'yext with long and expenſive 
luits; ſome fined and cenſured , others commitred-to long and hard im riſon- 
ments and confinements; to the lofſe of health of many, of life in ſome ; and 0- 
thers have had theic houſes broken up, theic goods ſeized; ſome have beene re- 
ſtrained from their lawfull Callings: Ships have been incerrupted-in their Vioy-- 
ages, ſurprized at Sea in an Hoſtile manner by: ProjeRtors, as by a'common 
Enemy* Merchants prohibited to unlade their goods in {uch-Ports,as were for 
their own advantage, and forced to bring them to thoſe places,which weremoſt 
for the advantages of the Monopolizers and ProjeRozs.

InjuRice. Titles of Honour, Judiciall places, Serjeantſhips at Law , and other 
Offices have, bin ſold for great ſummes of money ;, whereby the comuion Ju- 
Rice,of the Kingdom hath bin much endangered; not only'by opening away of 
employment.in/places of great;ttuſt, andadyantage toMenof weak parts ; biir 
alſo by giving occation to Bribery, Extortion, Partiality ; It ſeldom hapning 
that places ill gotten are well uſed. Counmiſſons have bin granted for cxami- 
ning:the excefle of Fees : and when great exactions have bin diſcovered, Com- 
poſitions have bin made with Delinquents, fot only'for the time paſt, bur like- 
wiſe for immunity and ſecurity incftending for the time!to come; which under 
colour of remedy, hath but confirmed,andencreaſed the Grievance to the Sub- 
je&t. The uſuall- courſe of pricking Sheriffs, not obſerved; but many tiines She-

The Bifhops and the reſt of the Clergy, did triumph in'the Suſpenſions, Ex- 
communications Deprivations, and Degradations of divers painfull, learned 
and pious Miniſters, .in the vexation; and grievous op} reffion of great numbers, 
of\flis Majcfties good SubjeRs. The High Commiſſion grew ro fuch exceſſe of 
ſharpnefleand ſeverity; as was not. muchi{efſe then the Romiſh Inquiſition 3 
and yet inrmany caſes by the Archbiſhops power, was made nuich more hea- 
vj» being afſifted, and ſtrengthned by authot'ty'of the Councell Table. 

The Eiſhops, and theic Courts. were as eager in the Countrey;and although 
their JuritdiHion could nev reach fo high in 1igour , and exrremity of puniſh- 
ment, yet were they'no leſſe grievous, in reſpe& cf the generaliry , and multi- 
plicity of. vexations, which lighting upon the meaner ſort of Tradeſmen , and 
Artificers, did impoveriſh many thouſands , and ſo afiR and tro:ble orhers, 
that greatnumbers, to'avoid their miſcries ,  departed* out of the Kingdome, 
ſome into New England, and other parts of America,others into Holland;where 
they have tr.nſporred their ManufaQures of Cloth, which is nor obly a'loſſe by 
diminiſhing the preſenrfock of the Kingdom,” but a great milchiefe by impai- 
ring and endangering the lofſe'of that peculiar Trade of Cloathing.which hath 
bir a plentifull Founta1n'of Wealth and Honour to this Nation. Thoſe were 
fitteſt for Ecclefafticall preferment, and ſooneſt 'obrajned ir, who were moſt 

tous in promoting fſupetſtition,noſt virulent in rayling againft'Godlineſſe, 
and Honeſty, | $ 

[The moft publike and folemne Sermons before His Majeſtywete,: either to 

. advance Prerogative above Law, and Decry the property of the Subje& , or

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ful of ſuch kind ofinve&ves;wherby = might make thoſe adious who ſought

were lure to. be weeded out of the Commilſion-of the Peace ;'' andout of all o=

- Perſonages were-Councellors in name ; but the power and atithority remayncd 
in a few of ſuch, as-wece moſt addiRed torthis party ; whaſe refolutions,8& de- 
terminations were brovght to the-Table,for countenance $ execution & not for 
debate; and deliberation; and no Marrcould offer te oppoſe'them, withoir'd1it= 
grace, and hazard to himfelfe : Nay,albrhoſe that did not wholly'concurre'and 
—_ contribute tothe furtherance-of their defignes , thot-gh otherwile per- 
ſans of never.ſo great Honour, and Abilities, were {6 far from being employed 
in any place-of Truſt, and power, that they: were neglected , diſcoumenanced;

The unexpeQed reconcilation was mott-acceptableto all the Kingdom, ex- 
cept to the maligriant party, whereof the Archbiſhop and the Earle of Strafford 
being heads, they and their faRion begun.to inveigh againſt the Peace, and to 
aggravate the proceeding of the Srates, which ſo:incenſed his Majeſty, that hee 
forthwith prepared again for War. And ſuck-was their confidence;that having- 
corrupted and diftempered the.\whole frame and Government of the Kingdom: 
they.did now hope to corrupt that which was the onely meancs to reſtore all | 
t9.2 right frame and temper again z;to which cnd they perſwaded His Majeſty |þ 
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tocall a Parliament, not to ſceke ny and advice of them ,- but to draw 
countenance and ſupply from them, and engage the whole . Kingdome in theic 
Quarrell : and in the mean time, continued all their unjuſt Leyies of Money, 
reſolying eicher to makeſthe Parliament pliant ro rheir. Will , and to eltablith 
miſchiete by a Law, or lie to break it.; and with mere- colour to. gee on.by 
violence,. to take what they could not obtain by conſent, The ground alleaged 
for the juſlification-of this War was this. 

That the undutifull Demands of the Pazliaments of Scotland , was a ſuffici- 
entreaſon for His Majefly to take Armes againſt them , wichout. hearing the 
Reaſon of thoſe Demands; And thereupon a new Army was prepared againſt 
them, their Ships were ſeized in all Ports, both of Ergland and Jreland, and at 
Sea, TheirPetitions rejected , - their Commiſſioners refuſed Audience. This 
whole Kingdome moſt miſcrably diftempered with Levies of Men and Money, 
and-Impritonments of thole who denied to ſubmit to thoſe Leyies. The Earle 
of Strafford palt 1nto Jrelaxd, cauſed the Parliament there to declare againſt 
the Scots, to give foure Subſidies towards that War ; and to ingage themſeiyes, 
their lives and fortunes for the proſecution of it.and gave directions for an Ar- 
niy of eight thouſand foot, and one thouſand horſe, to be levied there, which 
were for the molt part Papiſts. The Pacliament-met upon the thirteenth of 4- 
prill, one thouſand fix hundred and forty. The Earle of. Strafford, and Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbry, with their Party lo prevailed with His Majeſty, that the 
Honſe of Commens was prelt to yield to a Supply for maintenance of the War 
with Scetland , before they had provided any relicte for the great and preſſing 
Grievances of the. people ,, which being againſt the fundamentall Priviledge 
and proceeding of Parliament, was yet in humble reſpe& to his Mayelty, ſo. far 
admitted , as that they agreed to take the matter of Supply into conſideration, 
and two ſeverall days it was debated. Twelve Subſidies were cenanded for ' 
the relerſe of Ship-money alone; A third day was appointed for Concluſion, 
when the Heads of that Party begun to fcare the pcovle mighr cloſe with the 
King in fatisfying his defire of Money : But that withall they were like to blaſt 
their malicious defines again(t Scorlard, finding them very wuch indifpoſed ty 
Ive any countenance to that War. 

Thereupon they wickedly adviſed the King to break off the Parliament, and 
rorerurn to the ways of Confuſion , in which their owne cy1ll intentions were. 
moſt like to prolper and ſucceed. | 

Afﬀeer the Parliamcnt ended the fifth of Hay , one thouſand fix hundred and 
torty this Party grew fo bold , as to counſel the King ro Supply Himfelfe our 
of His Subjcas ates by his own Power at his own Will, without their-con- 
ſent. The very next day , ſome AZembers of both Houſes had their Studies and 
Cabinets, yea their Pockets ſearched : Another cf them not long after was 
riſoner, for not dcl:yering ſome Petitions which hee receryed 
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by authority of that Hoxſe, and if harſher courſes were intended ( as was re- 
ported) ir is yery-probablethat rhe fickneſſe of the Earle of Strafford,' and rhe: 
Tumultuons'rifing in Southwarke ,' 'and about -Lamberh , were the caulcs that 
ſuch violent intentions were'not brotghtto execurion. A falſe and ſcandalous 
Declaration agzinft the Houſe of Conmunt', was ptbliſhed in His Majeſties. 
Name, which yer wrought little effe& withthe people, but only to manifeſt the!

The Archbifhop and the other Biſhops and Clergie. continued the Convocation, 
and by a new Commiſſion turned it to'a Provmnciall Synod, in which by an un- 
heard-of prefumprion; they thade Canons that containe/in them many matters 
cotrary to the Kings Prerogative , to the fundamentall Laws and-Sctaturcs of 
the Realme, to the right of Parliaments, to the Property and Liberty ofthe Sub- 
Jet, and matters tending to ſedition, and of dangerous conſequence , thereby 
eftabliſhing their own Uſurpations, juſtifying rheir Altar-worſhip , and thoſe 
other ſuperſtitious Innovations, which they formerly introduced withour war =

| They impoſed a new Oath upon divers of his-Majeſties SubzeRts, both Ec- 
cleſiafticall and Lay, for mayntenance of rheirawn Tyranny ; and laid a grat 
Tax upon the Clergie for Supply of his Majely ; and generally they ſhewed 
themſelves'very affectionate to the War with Scotland, which was by fome of 
them Ryled Bellam Epiſcopale ; and a Prayer compoſed , :and enjoyned to. be; 
read in all Churches, calling the Scots: Rebels, to put' the two Nations into 
bloud, and make them irreconcileable. Al thoſe pretended Canons and Conſti- 
rutions were armed with the'ſeycrall Cenſurcs of Sufenſion. Excommuniration, 
Deprivation; by which they would have thruſtour all the gaod Miniſters , and 
molt ofthe well affeRed people of the Kingdome ;' and left an eafic paſſageto 
their owne Defigne of Reconciliation with Rome: The Popi(h party enjoyned 
ſuch Exemptions from the Penal! Laws, as amountedrto a Tolleration , beſides 
many other encouragements, and Court fxvours :\'They had ai Secretary of 
State, Sir Praxcis Windibirh, a powerfiill: Agent for the ſpeeding of all their 
defires, a Popes Nuntio reſiding here to at andgovetnethem according to ſuch 
influences as he received from Romje , andto intexcede for them with the moſt 
powerfull concurrence of the forreigne Princes-of that Religion : By his autho- 
rity the Papiits of all ſorts, Nobiliry, Gentry, and-Elergy were convocated. af- 
rer the manner of.a Parliament ; new- Juriſdictions. were exeRed of —

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dant in Government, contrary in iptereſt and affeion, ſecretly corrupting the 
ignorant, 'or negligent vrofeſſors of our Religion, and cloſely uniting and com- 
bining themſelves againſt tuch as were ſound , in this poſture ' watting foran 
o»portunitie by force to deflroy thoſe, whom they could not hope to ſeduce. For 
the effecting whereof; they were ſtrengthened with Armes and Munition, cn- 
couraged by ſuperſtitious Prayers, enjoyned by the Nemncio to be weekly made 
for the proſpericy of ſome great deſigne. And ſuch power had they at Court, 
that ſecretly a Commiſſion was iſſued out ,' intended to be iſſued to ſome great 
Men of that profeſſion for the'levying of Souldiers, and to command and em- 
ploy them according tg private InſtruRions, which wee doubt were framed for 
the adyantage of thoſe who were the contrivers of them : His Majelties Trea- 
ſure was conſumed; his Revenue anticipated , His Servants and Officers com< 
pelled to lend great ſums'of money ; Multitudes were called to the Connell Tas 
ble, who were tired with'long attentances there, for refufing illegall paymetits.” 
The Pr:ſons were filled with their Commitments; many of the Sheriffs' ſimmo— 
ned into the Star Chamber, and ſome impriſoned for not being quick enough its 
levying the Ship-money the people languiſhed under grief,and feare.no viſible! 
hope beirg left, but in deſperation. The Nobilicy began robe weary of their' 
filence, and patience, and ſenfible ofthe dury,and truft which belongs to them?! 
and thereupon fome of the mot eminent of them 'did petition” his Majeſty-at 
ſuch a time when evill Councels were ſo ftrong, that they had reaſonto expec&Y 
more hazard to themſelves , then cedrefſe of thoſe publick evils for whichthey 

interceded: whileſt the Kingdom was in this agitation and diftemper, the'Scots 

reſtrained in their trades, impoycrifhed by rhe lofle of many of their Ships, be- 
teaved'of all poſſibility of farisfying His Majeſty by any naked Supplicatieng, 
entred with a powerful] Ariny into the Kingdom, and without aty hoſtile&A& 
or ſpoi'e in the Countrey as they paſſed , 1ore'then forcing a paſſageover the 

Tjne at Newborne, neer Newcaſtle, poſſeſſed themſelves of Newcaſtte, and'had*- 
a faire opportupity ta preſſe on further upon” the *Kmgs Ariny : but duty arid 

revereticeto His Majeſty, and brotherly love to the Ergliſh Nation, madethem 

- Nay there, whereby the King had leiſure ro enrercain bertet Councels'; wherein 
God fo bleſſed ard directed him. that he ſunnmoned the great Councell of Peers 

to.mect at Yorke , upontthe twenty fourth of September , and there declared a 
Parliament to begin the third of November then following. The Ss the firſt 

day of the oreat Councell, preſented att humbie Petitiun to His Majeſty, wher-- 
upon the Treaty was appointed at Rzppor. A preſeur Ceſſation of Arms agreed 

upon : and the full Concluſion of all differences referred to the wiſdorre and 

care of the Parhament. At our firft meeting, all Oppoſitions ſeemed to vaniſh, 

the miſchiefs were ſo evident, which thoſe evill Councellors produced, that no 

Man durſt ſtand up todefend them. Yetthe worke it {elf afforded difficulty e-- 
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Archbiſtops, Taxes levied another Stare moulded within this State indepen- 
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novgh. The multiplied cvils and corruption of fixteene yeeres Arengthened by 
cuſtome and authority, and the concurrent intereſt of 1zany powerfull Delin- 
quents were now to be brovght to judgement and reformation. The Kings 
Honſhold was. to be provided for, they had brought him to that want, that he 
cold nor ſypply his ordinary, and neceſſary expences, without the aſſiſtance of 
his people. Two Arinies were to be payed, which amounted very neer to cighty 
thouſand yourds a rmeneth; the people were to be tenderly charged, having bin 
formerly extauſicd with many burthenſome ProjeRs, 

The difficulties ſeemed 'to be inſuperable , which: by the Divine Pro+ 
vidence wee have overcome. The Contrarieties incompatible , which yet in 
2 great meaſure-we have reconciled. Six Subſidies have bin granted, and a Bill 
of Poll-money, which if it be duely levied may equall fix Subſidies more,in 
all fix hundred thouſand pounds. Beſides wee have contracted a Debt to the 
Scots of 220 thouſand pounds ; and yet God hath fo bleſſed the endeavours of 
this Parliament, chat the Kingdome is a great gainer by all theſe charges. The 
Ship-money. is aboliſhed , which ceft the Kingdome above 200 thouſand 
pounds a. yeer, The Coat and ConduR money, and other Military charges, are 
taken away , which in many Countries amounted to little lefſe then the Ship- 
' money. The Monopolies are all ſuppreſt , whereof ſome few did prejudice : 2 
SubjeR; above a Million yeerly. .The Soap an hundred thouſand pounds ; the 
Wine three hundred thouſand pounds; the Leathec muſt needs exceed both : 
and: Salt could be no leffe then that ; beſides the inferiour Monopolies , which 
if they could be exaRly computed, would make up a great ſumme.That which 
is more beneficial then al this is,thar the root of theſe evils is taken away, which 
was the arbitrary power pretended to be in his Majeſty, of taxing the Subje&, 
or charging thcir eſtates without conſent in Parliament,which is now declared 
to be againfi Law, by the judgment of both Hoxſes, and likewile by an AR of 
Parliament. Another ſtep of great advantage is this : the living Grievances, 
the evill Councellors and Actors of theſe miſchiefs have bin ſo quelled, by the 
juſtice done upon the Earle of - Strafford, the flight of the Lord Finch , and Se- 
cretary Findibank, The accuſation and impriſonment of the Archbiſhop of 
Canterbyrie, of Judge Bartlet, and the impeachment of divers other Biſhops 
and Judges, that it is like not onely to be an eaſe to the preſent times bur a pre- 
ſervation to the furure. The diſcontinuance of Parliaments is prevented by the 
Bill for a Triemniall Parliament, and the abrupt diflolution of this Parliament 
by another Bill ; by which it is provided, it ſhall not be diffolyed or adjours 
ned without the conſent of both Houſes. 

Which two Laws well conſidered, may be thought more advantageous then 

all che former , becauſe they ſecure a full operation of the preſent remedy, 
and afford a perpetuall Spring of renedies for the furure : The Star-cham- 
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ber, the High Comiſſion, the Courts 5, the Preſident » and Councell iv the 
' North, were ſo many forges of miſery, oppreſſion, and violence, and are all ta- 
ken away, vey men are more ſccured in their perſons. kberties,and eſtates, 
then they could be by any Law or Example for the regulation of thoſe Courts, 
or Terrour of the Judges ; The immoderate power of the Ceurcell Table and 
the exccſſive abule of that powee 15 ſo ordered and reſtrained. that we may well 
hope that no ſuch things as were frequently done by them, to the prejudice of 
the publique liberty, will appear 1n fururetimes but onely in Stories, to give us 
and our poſtecity more occaſion to praiſe God for his Majeſics goodnefle, and 
the faithfull endeavours of this Parliament. The (anons, and the power of Ca- 
on-making are blaſted by the Vote of both Hoſes. The exorbitant power of 
Biſhops andtheir Courts. are much abated , by ſome Proviſions in che Bull a- 
gainſt the High Commiſſion Court. The Authours of the many Innovations in 
Doctrine and Cercionies ; The Miniſters that have bin ſcandalous in their 
hves, have bin fo terrified in juſt complaints and accuſations.that we may well 
hope they will be more modeſt for the time to come ; eithec inwardly convicted 
by rhe fight of their own folly, or outwardly reſtrained by the fear of puniſh-. 
ment. The Forreſts are by a good Laxv reduced to their right bounds ;' the en- 
craachnents-and opprefſtons of the Srzmerie Courts; The Extortions of the' 
(lerke of the Market, and the compulſion of the SubjeR to receive the Order 
of Knighthood agunlt his will, paying of Fines for nor receiving it , and the 
vexatious preceedings thereupon for levying of thoſe Fines, are by other benes - 
ficiall Laws reforired and prevented. Many excellent Lawes and proviſions 
are in preparation for removing the inorainate power, vexation and uſurpation- 
of Biſhops for reforming the pride and idleneſſe of many of the Clergie, for ea- | 
ſing the people of unneceſſary Ceremonies in Religion , for cenſuring and re= - = 
moving unworthy and unprofitable Miniſters; and for maintaining godly anit - 
diligent Preachers through the Kingdom : Q:her things of mayn imporrance - 
for the good of this Kingdom, arc in propoſition though little could hicherto be 
done. in regard of the many otlier moce preſiing buſineſſes, which yer before the” 
end of this Seſſion, wee honve may receive ſome pregrefſe and perfeFion. The 
eſtabliſhing and ordering che Kings Revenue, that fo the abuſe of Officers.and' ' 
ſuperflitiy of expences may be cut off. and'the neceſſary disburſments for his 
Majeſties Honovr, the defence and government ofthe Kingdome, may be inore * 
certainly provided for. The regulating of Courts of Juſtice, and abridging ' 
both the delays and charges of Law Snits ; The ſetling of ſome good courſes - 
for preventing the exportation of Gold and S:lyer , and the incqualityof ex- 
changes berw1xt us and other Nations, for the advancing of native Commodi-»' 
ties. increaſe of our Manufi®tres, and well ballancing of Trade, whereby the : 
Stock of the Kingdom may be increaſed , or art leaft _ from impairipg's as 
through negleR hereof” it hath done for many: yeerslalt paſt 3 For improving? 
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. the Herring fiſhing, upon our own hay 6 which will be of mighty uſe.in the 
imployment of the poore , and a plentifull.Nurſery of Mariners for inabling 
the Kingdome In ay great Ation. The oppolitiotis, obAruions, and other 
Difficulties tyherewith we have bin encountred, and which {lil lie in our way 
with ſome rengrh and much obRlinacie are theſe:The malignant Party whom 
we have formerly deſcribed, to be the'A Rors and Promoters of all our miſery, 
they have taken heart again-; They have been able to prefer ſome of theic awn 
F3tors and Agents to degrees of honour , to places of truſt and emplyyment 
even during the Parliament. They haveendeavoured-ro work in his Ma jeſty 111 
impreſſions and opinions of Our Proceedings,as if we had alrozerher done our 
own work, and not His, and had obtained fcom him many thing very preju- 
diciall ro the Crown, both-in reſpe&t of Prerogative and Profit. To wipe out. 
this ſlander, Wee think, good onely to fay thus mych : That all that Wee have, 
done, is for His Majeſty, His Greatneſſe, Honour , and Support, when Wee 
yield to give ewenty fiye thoutand pound a monerh for the reliefe of the Nox- 
thern Countrics, this was given to the King , for hee was bound to prote& his : 
Subjects, they werets Majelties evill Counſellors , and. their ill inftruments 
that KIA yo in thoſe, grievances which brought it the Scoty - and if; His 
Majeſty pleaſe to force thoſe who were the Authours of this War -to make ſ1- 
tisfaCtion, as hee might juſtly and eafily doe, 1t ſeems "y reaſonable that the 
people might well be excuſed from raking upon them this burthen, being alto- 
gether:innocent. and free from being any cauſes of it. | f 
When we undertook the charge of the Army, which coſt above 50000 1. a 
monerh, was not this given to the King ? was it nothis Majeſties ariny ?. were 
not all the Conumanders under contra with His Majeſty at higher cates and 
greater wages then ordinary ? and have not wee taken upon us to diſcharge all 
the brotherly aſſiſtance of three hundred thouſand pounds which wee gave the 
Scots? was it not toward repaire of thoſe damages and lofles which they recei- 
ved from the Kings ſhips, and from his Miniters? Theſe three particulars a» 
mount toaboye 1100. thouſand pound , beſides his Majeſty hath reccived by 
impoſitions upon Merchandiſe at leaſt 400 thouſand pounds ; ſo that his Ma- 
Jety hath had our ofthe SubjeRs purſe Hnce the Parliamcne began,one Mi'lion 
and an half, and yer:theſe.men can be {o impucent; as to tell His Majeſty, that 
we have done-nothing for him. As to the ſecond branch of this ſlander, wee 
acknowledge with much thankfulneſſe thar His Majeſty hath paſſed more good 
Bils to the advantage of the Subjects then have bin in many ages ; but withall 
'we cannot forget;that theſe venemous counſels did manifeſt rhemfelves in ſome 
endeavours to hinder theſe good Adts.: and for both Houſes of Parliament we 
may with ttuth and modeſty ſay thus nuich. That we hayeever bin carefull not 
codefireany thing that ſhould weaken the Crowne either in juſt profit or uſe- 
full power. The trienniall Parliament, for the matter of it, doth nor extend to 
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fo much as by Law we ought to have required , there being two Statutes Nil 
in force for a Parliamentto be once a yeet; and for the mannerof it; it is in the 
Kings power , that it ſhall never hor effect, it he by a timely ſummons ſhall 
prevent any other way of aſſembling. In the Bill for continuance of this pre- 
ſent Pacliamenr, there ſeems to be ſome reſtraint of the Royall Power in diſ- 
ſolving of Parliaments, not totake'it our of the Crown, bur to ſuſpend the exe- 
cution of it' for this tine and occafion' onely , which was fo neceſſary for the 
Kings own ſecurity, and the publike Peace, that withour-it wee could not have 
undertaken any of theſe great charges , but muſt have left both the Armies to 
diſorder and confuſion , and the whole Kingdome to bloud and rapine. The 
Star-chamber was much more fruitfull in oppreſſion then in profit , the great 
fines being for the moſt parr given away , and the reſt Ralled at long times. 
The fines : of the Aiigh'Commiſhon were in themſelves unjuſt and feldome er 
neyer came into the Kings Purſe. Theſe foure Bils are particularly and more 
ſpecially inſtanced, in the reſl-there will not be found fo much as a ſhadow of 
prejudice to the Crown. They have ſought to diminiſh our reputation with the 
people, and to bring them out of love with Parliaments : the aſperfions which 

they have attempted this way , have bin tuch as theſe , That wee have ſpent - 
much time and done little, eſpecially in thoſe grievances which concerne Re- 
ligion. That the Parliament is a burthen to the Kingdom by the abundance of 
ProteRions which hindec Juſtice and Trade , and by many Subſidies granted, 

much inore heavy chen any they formerly endured ; to which there is a ready 
anſwer : if the time ſpentin this Parliament be conſidered in relation- back- 
ward to the long growth and deep root of thoſe grievances, which wee have re- 
moved, to the powerfull ſupports of thoſe Delinquents which wee have'per- 

fued, to the great neceſſities and other charges of the Commonwealth for which 
we have provided :-or if it beconfidered in relation forward to many advan- 

rages, which not onely the preſent, bur future ages are like :to reap by-thegood 
Laws and other proceedings in this Parliament , wee doubt -not bur irwill be 
thought by all indifferent judgetnents, that our time hath bin much better im- 
ployed then in a far greater proportion of time in many former Parliaments 

pur together;and the charges which have bin laid upon the SubjeR,& the other 
inconveniences which they have born,will ſeem very lighr in reſpeR of the be= 

nefit they have and may receive, And for the-matter:of prote&tions', the Par- 
lament is ſoſenſtble of it; that therein they intend to give them whatſoever eaſe 

may Rand with Honour and Juſtice ; and are in a way of .paſſhhg a Bill to giye 
then ſatisfaFion. They hayelought by. many ſubtile praRices,:to cauſe jealou- 

fies and diviſions betwixt-us and our-brethreni-of. Scotland , by ſlandering their 
proceedings and-intentions towards:18 , and by: lecret endeavours to inſtigate 

and-incerrſe them and us one againſt'another, - They -haye had ſuch a party of 
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Biſhops and popiſh Lords in the Houſe of Peeres as hath cauſed much oppoſi- 


tion and delay in the proſecution of Delinquents , hindred the proceedings of 
divers good Bils paſſed in the Commons honſe , concerning the ceformation of 
ſundry great abuſes and corruptions both in Church and State. They hayela« 
boured to ſeduce and corrupt ſome of the Commons Houſe, to draw them into 
conſpiracies and combinations againſt rhe liberty of the. Parliament : And by 
their inſtruments and agents they have attempted to difaffet and diſcontent 
his Majeſties Army, and to ingage it for the mayntenance of their wicked and 
rrairerous defignes, the keeping up of Biſhops in votes and funRions:, and by 
force to compell the Parliamenr to order, limit, and diſpoſe their proceedings 
in ſuch manner as might beſt concur with the intentions of this dangerous and 
potent fa&tion : And when: one: miſchievous defigne , and attempt of theirs 
to bring onthe Army againſt the-Parliament , and the City of London had 
beene diſcovered 'and prevented , they preſently undertooke another of the 
fame damnable-narure , with' this addition to. it, to endeavour to make 


the Scottiſh Army neutrall , whileſt the Engliſh Army which they had 


laboured to corrugt::and inyenome: againſt us by their faiſe and ſtande- 


rous ſuggeſtions , ſhould execute their malice to the ſubverſion of our - 


Religion., and thediſſolution of our gevernment. Thus they have-been con- 
tinually praRizing to diſturbe the peace , and plotting the deftruion even of 
all the Kings Dominions', and have employed their Emiſſaries and Agents in 
them,all for the promoting of their devilliſh Defhgnes which the vigilancy of 
thoſe who were wel affe&ed hath ſtill diſcovered and defeated before they were 
ripe for execution in Exg/andand Scotland; onely in Ireland which was farther 
off, they have had time and opportunity ro mould and prepare their work, and 
had brought it to that perfe*tion-that they had poſſeſſed themſelves of that 
whole Kingdome; totally ſnbverted the government of it, rooted out Religion, 
and deſtroyed all rhe Proteſtants whom the conſcience of their:duty ro Qod, 
their King-and Country would not have permitted to joyne with them, if by 
Gods wonderfull providence their mayn enterpriſe upon the City and Caftle of 
Dublin, had not beene. deteed and prevented upon the very Eave before it 
ſhould have been executed. Not — they have in other parts of that 
Kingdom broken out into open Rebellion; ſurprizing-Townes and Caſtles, 
committed murders ,* rapes and other villanies ; and ſhaken off all bonds of 
obedience to his Majeſty , and the laws of the Realme ;-and in generall have 
kindled ſuch a fire, as nothing but Gods infinite blefſing-upon the wiſdom and 
endeavours of this State will be able to quench ir: and certainly had not God 
in his great mercy unto this Land diſcovered and confounded their former de- 
- fignes, we had been the Prologue to this Tragedy in /re/and, and had by this 
time been made the. lamentable ſpeRacle of miſery and confuſion. And now 


what . 
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Whar hope have we but in God , when as the only meaties of our 'fubfitance; 
and power of reformation is under him,in the Parliamenc;but what can wethe 
Commons without the conjun&tion of the Houſe of Locds, and what conjun's 
ion can we expect there, when the Biſhops and Recuſant Lords are'fo nume- 
rous and prevalent, that they are able to crofſe and interrupt our beſt endea- 
yours for Reformation , and by that meanes give advantage tothis malignane 
patty to traduce our proceedings. They infuke into the people, that wee meane 
to aboliſh all Church government, and leave every man to his owne fancy for 
the ſervice and worſhip of God , abſolving him of that obedience which hee 
owes under God unto his Majeſty > whom wee know to be intraſted with the 
Ecclefiaſticall Law as well as with the temporall to regulate all the members of 
the Church of England by (ich rules of 'Order and Dikipline as are eflabliſhed 
by Parliament which is his great Councell, in all affaires both in Church and 
State. Wee confeſſe our intention is, and our endeavours have beene to reduce 
within bounds that exorbitant _ which the Prelates have aſſumed unto 
themſelves ſo contrary both to the Word of God,& to the Laws of the Land:to 
which end we paſt the Bill for the removing them from their temporall power 
'&employments;thar fo the better they might with meeknes apply themſelves to 
the diſcharge of cheir Fun&ions, which Bill themſelves oppoſed, and were the 
rincipall inflruments of croſſing it. | 
And we do here declare , that it is far from our purpoſe or defire to let looſe 
the golden reyns of Diſcipline, and Governmentin the Church, to leavepri- 
vate perſons or particular Congregations to take up what forme of divine Ser- 
vice they pleaſe; for wee hold it requiſite that their ſhould be throughout the 
whole Realme a conformity to that Order which the Laws enjoyne, according 
to the Word God : and wee defire'to unburthen the conſciences of men of need- 
leffe and ſuperſtitious Ceremonies , fuppreſſe innovations , and take away the 
monuments of Idolatry. And the better to effeR the intended Reformation:we 
defire there inay be a generall Synod of the moſt grave, pious,learned, and ju- 
dicious Divines of this Iſland, affiſted with ſome from torraigne parts profeſ- 
fing the ſame Religion with us > who may conſider of all things neceffary for 
the peace and good government of the Church,and repreſent the reſults of their 
conſultations unto the Parliament to be there allowed of and confirmed , and 
receive the ſtamp of authority thereby to find paſſage and obedience through-: 
out the Kingdome. They have malicioufly charged” ts that wee. intend to de- 
ſtroy and diſcourage Learning \' whereas it is our chiefeſt care and deſire to ad- 
vanceiit; and ro provide a competent mayntenance for conſcionable and preach= 
go Miniflers throughout the Kingdome, which will be a great encouragement 
to Schollers and a certain'means whereby the want, 1reannefſe, and ignorance 
to which a great pact ofthe Clergy is now ſabje&, will be prevented, And we 
I D 2 intend 
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intend likewiſe to.reform, and purge the Fountains of Learning the -two Uni. 
verſities, that the.{treams lowmg from thence may be cleere and pure, andan 
honour and comfort to the whole Land, They jhave ſtrained to blaſt our pro- 
ceedings 1n Parliament by wreſting ,the_interpretations of our Orders from 
their genuine. intention. They tel, the people that our medling with the power 
vf Epiſcopacy, hath cauſed Sectaries and Conventicles, when Idolatry and po- 
piſh Ceremonies introduced into the Churc'1 by the command of the Biſhops, 
have not onely debarred the people from thence , but expelled them fromthe 
Kingdome.

Ir is neceſſary in the firlt place to keep themin ſuch condition 4 as that they 
may not be able to do us any hurt,and for ayoyding of ſuch connivence and fa- 
vour as hath heretofore been ſhewed unto them, That 1; Majeſty be pleaſed to 
grant a ſtanding Commiſſion to ſome choice men named .in Parliament , who 
may take notice of their increaſe, their counſels and proceedings; and uſe all due 
means by execution ofthe Laws to prevent any miſchievous deſignes,. againſt 
the peaceand ſafety of this Kingdom. That. ſome good courſe betaken to diſ- 
cover the counterfeit and falſe conformity of papiſts,to the Church, by colour 
whereof perſons yery much diſaffected to the true Religion haye been admitted 
into place of greateſt authority and truſt in the Kingdom, .. J 
For the better preſervation of the Lawes and Liberties of the Kingdom, that 
all illegall grievances and exaRions be prefented and puniſhed at the Seſſions, 
and Aﬀſizes : and thar Judges and Juſtices be carefull to give this in charge to 
the.Grand Jury,.and both the Sheriffe and Juflices to be ſworne tothe due exe- 
cution of the Peticion of Right and other Laws : That his Majefty:be humbly 
petitioned by both Houſes ta employ ſuch CounſeHours, Ambaſſadours, and o- 
ther Miniſters in managing his buſinefle at home-and abroad,as the Parliament; 
may have cauſe to confide in, without which wee cannot give his Majeſty ſuch 
ſapplyes for ſupport of his awneſtate;nar ſuch affiftance to the Proteſtant party - 
beyond the Sea, as is deſired. It may often fall outthat the Commons mayHhave 
jaft cauſe to take exceptions at ſome men for being:Counſelours and yet not ' 
charge thoſe men with crimes; for there be grqunds of diffidence: which lyenot . 
in-proof ; there are others which though they may be proved, yerare notlegalyg 
ly.criminall; to be a known favourer of Papiſts, or to have been very forward 
in defending or countenancing ſoine great offenders queſtioned in Parliaments - - 
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or to {peake- contempruouſly of eicher Houſes of Parliament , or Par- 
liamemtary proceedings , or ſuch as are FaRonrs or Agents for any for- 
reigne Prince of another Religion, ſuch as are juſtly ſuſpeRed to gerCounſel- 
lours places or any other of truſt concerning publique Imployment for money : 
For all theſe and divers others we may have gcear reaſon to be earneſt with his 
Majeſty not to put his great affairs into ſuch hands tho:1gh we may be unwil- 
ling to proceed againſt them in any legall way of charge or impeachment:That 
all Counſellours of State may be {worn to obſerve thoſe Laws which concerne 
the Subject m his liberty,that they nay likewiſe take an Oath not to receive or 
oivereward or Penſion from any forreigae Prince , b.t ſuchy as they within 
ſome tcalonable time diſcover to the Lords of his Majefties CouncelF; and als 
though-they ſhould wickedly forſweare themſclyes, yet it may herein doe good 
to make them known to befalle and perjured tothole who employ them,: and 
thereby bring them into as lictle credit with them as with ns. That his Majety 
may, have cauſe tobe in love with good counſell and good men , by ſhewing 
him in an humble and:dutifull manner, how full of adyantage it would beto 
himſelf, to ſee his own eſtate ſetled in a plentifull- condition to ſupport his ho- 
nour, to ſee his people united in ways of duty to him , and endeavours of the 
publique good; to ſee happineſſe, wealth, peace and ſafety derived to his owne 
Kingdom, and procured to his Allies by the influence of his own power and 
government.. -That all good courſes may be taken to unite the two Kingdomes 
of Exglard and Scotland to be mutually ayding and affiſting one another for 
the common good of the Iſland, and-honour of both. To takeaway all diffe-: 
rences anonglt our ſelves for matters indifferent in their own nature concerns; 
ing Religion, and to unite our {clves'againtthecommon enemies , which are 
the benex:inabled by our diviſions to deſtroy us all.as they hope and have often. 
endeyoured. To labour by al offices of friendſhipto unite the forreigh Churches 
with us 1n the ſame cauſe, and to ſeek therr liberty , ſafety, and proſperity , as 
bound thereunto both by.charity ro them, and by wiſdome for our owne good. 
For by this means our own ſtrength ſhall be encreaſed , and by a mutuall con- 
currencetg.the fame common. end, wee ſhall be enabled to procure the good of. 
the whole body of the Proteſtant Profeſſion. If theſe things may be obſerved, 
we doubt not but God will crown this Parliament with ſuch ſucceſle as ſhalt 
be the beginning and foundation of moce honour and happineſſe to his Maje- 
fy, then eyer yer was enjoyed by any of his Royall Predeceſſors.

ws E E having ceceived from you, foohe after Our re- 
7 turne out of Scotland, a long Petition, confifling of 
many defires, of great moment, together with a 
Declaration of a very unuſuall nature annexed 
thereunto, We had taken ſome time to conſider of 
it, as befirted Us in a martter of that conſequence, be- 
ing confident, that your owne reaſon and regard to: 
Us, as well as Our expcefle intimation by Our. 
g Comptroller to that purpoſe, would have reſtrained 
. you from the publiſhing of it, till ſuch time, as you 
ſhould have received Our Anſwer to it : But, much againſt Our expeRation, 
finding the contrary, that the ſaid Declaration is already abroad in Print, by 
dire&ions from your Houſe, as appeares by the printed Copy ; Wee muſt let 
you know that We are very ſenſible diſreſpe&t. Notwithſtanding, it is Our 
Intention, that.no failing on your part, ſhall make Us faile in Ours, of giving 
all due fatisfaK1on to the defires of Our People, in a Parliamentary way ; 
And therefore We ſend you this Anſwer to your Petition, reſerving Our ſelfe 
in point of the Declaration, which We thinke unparliamentary, and ſhall rake 
' aCourle todoe that which We ſhall chinke fit in prudence and honour. 
To the Petition, We fay ; that although there are divers things in the Pre- 
amble of ir, which We are fo far from admitting, that We profeſſe Wee can- 
. not at all underſtand them, as, Of a wicked ard malignant party prevalent in the 
. Government ; Of ſome of that party admitted to Our Privie Cotincell, atid to other 
Imployments of truſt, and neereſt to V's and Onur Children; Of Endeavours to 
fowe among the People falſe ſcandals and mmpntations to blemifh and diſgrace the 
Proceedings of the Parliament : All, or any of which, did We know of, Wee 
ſhould be'as ready to remedie and puniſh, as you to complaine of. That the 
Prayers of your Petition are grounded upon ſuch Premifſes as We mult in no 
wiſe admit ; yet notwithſtanding We are pleaſed to give this Anfiver to 'yous. 
To the firſt concerning Religion, confifting of ſeverall branches, We fay, 
that for the preſerving the Peace and Safety of the Kingdome from m de- 
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fgnes of the Popiſh partie, We Wager will fill concur with all the juſt 
defires of Our people in a Parliamentarie way ; That for the depriving of the 
Biſhops of their Votes in Parliament, We would have you conſider, that their 
right is grounded upon the fandementall Law of the Kingdome, and conflitu- 
tionof Parliament ; This We would have you conſider, but fince you defire 
Our concurrence herein in a Parliamentary way, We will give no xr alt 
{wer at this time, 

As for the abridging of the inordinate power of the Clergy, We conceive 
thar the taking away of the high Commiſſion Court hath well moderated 
that, but if there continue any Uſurpations, or Exceſles in their JuriſdiRions, 
We therein neither have nor will protect them. 

Linto that Clauſe which concernerh. Corruprions ( as you ftile them ) in 
Religion, in Church-governinent, and in Diſcipline, and the removing of 
ſuch unneceſſary Ceremonies as weake Conſciences might cheque at. That for 
any illegall Innovations which may have crept in, We ſhall willingly concur 
in the remrovall of them.. That if Our Parliament ſhall adviſe Us to call a Na- 
tionall Synod, which may duly examine ſuch Ceremonies as give juſt cauſe of 
offence to any, We ſhall take it into conſideration, and apply Our Selfe to give 
due fatisfa&tion therein; Bur Wee are very ſorry to heare in ſuch generall 
termes, Corruption in-Religion objected, fince We are perſwaded in Our con- 
ſcience, t'xar no Church can be found upon the earth thar profeſſerh the true Ree: 
ligion with more puricy of DoXtcine then the Church of England doth, nor 
where the Goyernment and Diſcipline are joyntly more beautified, and free 
from ſuperſtition, then as they are here eſtabliſhed by Law, which ( by the 
grace of God ) We will with Conſtancy maintaine ( while Welive) in their 
Puritie and Glory, not only againſt all invaſions of Popery, bur alſo from the 
irreyerence ofthoſe many Schiſmaticks and Separatiſts, wherewith of late this 
Kingdome and this City abounds, to the great diſhonuur and hazard both of 
Church and State ; for the ſupprefſion of whom We cequire your timely and 
ative aſſiſtance, 

To the ſecond prayer of the Petition; concerning the remoyeall and choice 
of Councellours, We know not any of Our Councell ro whom the Character 
ſer forth in the Perition can belong. That by thoſe whom We had expoſed to 
triall, We have already given you ſufficient reſtimony, that there is no man ſo 
neere unto Us in place or affe&tion, whom We will notleaye to the Juſtice of 
the Law, if you Gat bring a particular charge and ſufficient proofes againſt 
him ; and of this We doe againe afſure you, but in the meane time Wee wiſh: 
you-to forbeare ſuch generall aſperfions as may refleX upon all Our Councell, 
fince you name none in particular. 


That for the choice of Our-Councellours and Miniſters of State, it were to 
debarte 


debar Us that naturall libertie all ta IN have, and it is the undoubred right 
of the Crowne of Ergland, to call ſuch perſons ro Our Secret Councels,to pub- 
licke imployment, and Our particular fervice, as We ſhall thinke fit, ſo Wee 
arc, and eyer ſhall be yery carefull to make elefion-of ſuch peclons in thoſe 
places of truſt, as ſhall have given. good teſtimonies! of their abilities and in- 
regrity,and againſt whom there can be no juſt cauſe of exception whereon rea- 
| ſonably to ground a difhdence ; and to choices of this nature, Wee .aſſure you 
that the mediation of the neereſt unto Us hath alwayes concurred. 

To the third Prayer of your Petition, concerning .7re/and, Wee underf#and 
your defire of not alienating the forfeited Lands thereof, to proceed from your 
much care and love ; And likewiſe that it may be a Reſolution very fit for Us 
to take, but whether it-be feaſonable to declare Reſolutions of that nature be- 
fore the events of a warre be fecne;that We much doubt of. Howſoever, We 
cannot bur thanke you for this care, and your cheerfull -ingagement for the 
ſuppreſſion of that Rebellion ; upon the ſpeedy effecting thereof, the glory of 
God in the Proteſtant Profeſſion, the fafetie of the Brittiſh there, Our honour, 
and that ofthe Nation ſo much depends; all the Intereſts of this Kingdome be- 
ing ſo involved in that buſineſſe, We cannot but quicken your affe&ions there- 
in, and ſhall defire youto frame your, Councels, and to give ſuch expedition to 
the worke, as thenature thereof, and the preſſures in point of time requires, 
and whereof you are put in minde by the daily inſolence and increaſe of thoſe 
Rebels. 

For Concluſion, your promile to apply your ſelves: to ſuch courſes as may 
ſupport Our Royall Eſtate with Honour and Plenty at home, and with Power 
and Reputation abroad, is that which We have ever promiſed our Selfe, both 
from your loyalties and AﬀeRions, and alſo for what We have already done, 
and ſhall daily goe adding unto, for the comfort and happinefle of .

Majeſty expeRts they ſhould review his Meſlage of the ſeventh of this moneth, 
concerning a paſſage in Maſter Pzws Speech, and their Anſwer ſent to his Ma- 
zeſty by ſome of their Members on the tenth of the ſame, with which his Maje- 
Ry can by no means reſt ſatisfied. 

His Majeſties Exception in that Meſſage was , that it was affirmed in that 
Speech, That ſince theftop upon the Ports again all Iriſh Papifts , by both 
Houſes, many of the chiefe Commanders now in the head of the Rebels have 
been luffered to paſſe by his Majeſties immediat Warcant.

T Har the Speech inentioned in that Meſſage to be delivered by M. Paws,

riſements concerning ſeverall perſons, Iriſh Papiſts and others , who have vb- 
rained his Majeſties immediate Warrant for their paſſing into Jre/-d, ſince the 
Order of Reſtraint of both Houſes, ſomie of which, they have beene'informed 
fince their comming into /reland, have joyned with the Rebels, and bin Com- 
manders amonglt them. FE 

His Majeſly is moſt aſſured , no ſuch perſon hath paſſed by his Warrant or 

Privity, and then he defires his Houſe of Commons to confider, whether ſuch 3 
generall Information and Adyertiſemerit:( in which there is not ſo much as the 
name ofany particular perſon mentioned) be ground enough for luch a dire 
and poſitive Affirmation, as is made in that Speech, which in reipeR of the place 
and Perſon , and beins now acknowledged to be agreeable to the ſenſe of the 
Houſe, is of that authority that his Majeſty may ſuffer in the Aﬀe&tions of ma-

For the perſons named in the Anſwer, his Majeſty fajth that Colonell Butler, 
and the ſon of the Lord ettersfield , obtained his Warrants for their paſſage 
into /relazd, at his Maieſties being in Scorlard, which was long (as his Maicfty 
thinks) before the Order of both Houtes : His Maieſty knowing the former of 
them to be one who hath always made Profeſſions to his Service , and to be 
Vncle to the Earle of Ormond, of whoſe affection to the Proteſtant Religion, 
atid his Maieſtics Service, His Maieſty hath great cauſe to be aſſured : And the 
latter being a perſon of whom, at that tine, there was no ſuſpicion to his Ma- 
ieſties'knowledge. For the other, it may be they have obtained Warrants from 
his Maieſty fince the ſaid Order, but his Maieſty aſſures the Parliament that he 
had no intimation of ſuch an Order, till after ſtay made of Sir George Hamilton, 
who was the laft that had any Licence from his Maicſty to paſſe for Ire/wd. 

And his Maieſty having fince this Anſwer fromthe Houſe of Commons u= 
ſed all poſſible means,by the examining his own memory, and the Notes of his

- hexeafter mentioned, fo he doth not conceive himſelfe obliged by any promiſe 
made in his Anſwer of the ſecond of this moneth,to the Petition of both Hou- 
ſes to yeeld the ſame. | 
His Majeſtic finds great cauſeto accept againſt the Preface or Introduftion 
to that Order, which confeſſeth a moſt dangerous and deſperate defigne upon 
the Houſe of Commons of late,ſuppoſed to be an effeX of the bloody counſells 
of Papiſts and other ill affeKed perſons, by which many may underſtand 
(looking upon other Printed Papers to that purpoſe ) His comming in Per- 
fon to the Houſe of Commons on the fourth of January, which begor ſo un- 
happy a miſunderſtanding betweene him and his People, and for that though 


he beleeves it upon the information fince given him to be an apparane breach

conſider the many and great ſcandals raiſed upon Our 'Selfe by report” of the 
Rebels, and ror ſufficiently difcotmtenanced here, notwithflanding fo many 
profeſſions of Ours ; And had ſeene_a Bagke laxely prinred by the Order ofthe 
Houſe of Commons, Entituled, 4 Remonſtrance of Yo remarkable Paſſage 
concerning the (hurch and Kingdome of Ireland, VVherein lome Examinations 
are ſerdowne, which ( how improbable ar, impoſſible ſocver ) may mgke 
#opkcish jn the mindes of many of Our weake Sybj6as 3 And 1:0 Vie 
We dutfy weigh the diſhovour which will pergetaally lie upon this Ki 20m 
if full and ſpeedy reliefe be not diſpatched Aer: Ve Ccould.nor cannot rhinke

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domes fortheir preſervation, then by engaging Our Perſon in this Expedition, 
as many of Our Royall Progenitors have done, eyen in Forreign parts, upon

We were ſo carefull that Our Journey into 7re/axd ſhould not interrupt the 
proceedings of Parliament, nor deprive Our SubjeRs of any Att of Juſtice,or 
further Acts of Grace, for the reall benefit of Our People,that We made a Free 
offer of leaving ſuch Power behind, as ſhould not onely be neceſſary for the 
Peace and Safetie of the Kingdome ; but fully provide for the happy Progreſle 
of the Parliament. And therefore We cannot but wonder, fince ſuch Power 
hath been alwayes left here by Commiſſion for the Government of this King- 
dome, when Our Progenitors have been out of the ſame, dy ring the fitting of 
Parliaments : And fince your felyes defired that ſuch a Power might be left here 
by Us at Our laſt going into Scorlavd, what Law of the Land have you now 
found to Diſpence with you, from ſubmitting to ſuch Authority, Legally de- 
rived from Us, in Our abſence, and to cnable you to Goyerne this Kinedome 
by your owne meere Authority ? 

For Our returne towards London, V Ve have given you ſo full an Anſwer in 
Our late Declaration, and in Anſwer to your Petition preſented to Us at Yorke 
the 26 of 2farch laſt, that V Ve know not what to tadde, if you will not pro- 
vide for Our Securitie with you, nor apree to remove to another Place, where 
there may not be the ſame Danger to Us. VVe expeted that ( fince VVe have 
been ſo particular in the Cauſes and Grounds cf Our Feares) you ſhauld have 


fentUs word, that you had publiſhed ſuch Declarations againſt future Tu- 


mults, and unlawfull Afemblies, and taken ſuch Courſes for the ſuppreſſing 
of Seditiqus Ser.nons and Pamphlets, chat Our Feares of that kind might bee 
laid afide, before you ſhould preſſe Our Returne, 

To conclude, VVe could wiſh that you would ({ with the ſame ftrianeſſe 
and ſeverity) weigh and examine your Meſſages and Expreſſions to Us, as you 
de thoſe ye receive from Us ; For VVe ace very confident, that if you cxa- 
mine Our Rights and Priviledges, by what Our Predeceſſours have enjoyed ; 
and your owne addreſſes, by the uſuall Courſes of your Anceſtors ; yee will 
find many expreſſions in this Petition warranted onely by your own Authori- 
ty, which indced V Ve forbeare to take notice of, or to give Anſwer to,leſt VVe 
ſhould be tempted (in a juſt indignation) to expreſſe a greater Paſſion, then 
VVe are yet willing to put on. God in his good time ( V Ve hope) will fo in- 
forme the hearts of all Our SubjeRs, that V Ve ſhall reco::er from the miſchiefe 
and danger of this Diſtemper ; On whoſe good pleaſure V Ve will wait with 


all patience and humilitie,

( out ofa juſt ſenſe of the great miſeries and affli tions of Your diſtreſſed Sub- 
jeAs in this Your Kingdome of Jreland, occafioned by the inhumane crueltirs 
of the Rebels here ; And out of Your render and gracious care of Your good 
Subjets on this fide, hath firmly reſolved (by the affiſtance of Almighty God) 
with all poſfible ſpeed to make a Journey hither, in Your own Royall Perſon, 
for the full and finall ſuppreſſing of this Rebellien. | 
{ Thoſe Letters and Meſſage we Your Majeſtics Juſtices then inumediately 
communicated with the Councell, as we alwayes doe all matters of Importance 
concerning Your Sacred Majeſties Services ; And cauſed the Copy ſent us of 
Your Meſſage to Your Parliament in Ezgland to be printed here ; fo to make 
knowne here Your Majeſtics.gracious-purpoſe, as You commanded us.

2»2ent would ever by Law intruſt the King with the Azria again(t themſelyes, 
or the Common-wealth , that intruſts them to provide for their weale, 
not for their woe. So that when there is certaite appearance or grounded 
ſuſpition, that the Letter of the Law ſhall bee improved againſt the equity 
of it (thatis , the publicke good, whether of the body reall or repreſen- 
tative Jthen the Commander going againſt its equity, gives liberty to the Com- 
manded to refuſe obedience to the Letter : for the Law taken abftra&t from its 
originall reaſon and end, is made a ſhell without a kernell, a ſhadow without 
a ſubtance, and a body without a ſoule. Ir is the execution of Lawes accor- 
ding to their equity and reaſor, which (as I may fay ) is the ſpirit that gives 
life ro Authority,the Letter kills. 

Nor need this eqizy be expreſſed in the Law,being fo naturally implyed and

Which hee refuſing , but by way of Condition (which His Majeſtie thaughe 
much below Him) held it moſt neceſſary to declare him Traitour (unleſſe upon 
better thoughts , Hee ſhould yield obedience) which hee doubly deſerved, as 
well for refuſing entrance to his narurall Sovereigne , as by -laying the reaſon 
thereofgroundleſly and maliciouſly upon His Parliament.

'& fenſible of the juſt Complaints and great Burdens of Our SubjeRs in thele 
Northern parts,by occafion of the Garriſon in Our Town of Hall; And where 
as V Vee were upon Friday the 22 of this moneth petiticned by divers of the 
Gentry, and others, Inhabitants of this County , That the munition at Hyl 
might remain in the Magazin there, for the fecurity of Our Perſon,and of all 
theſe Northern pacts, their Feare being much grounded upon the Parliaments 
Relations of Forreigne Inyafions : Upon which, the more to expreſſe Our car 
of Our Peqples fafety, VVedid Our Self go in Perſon.to that Our Town,that 
upon Our own view, V Vee might canſult what proportion of it might be fit 
removed upon any preffing occaſion, having a reſpe& to the promiſed ſupply for

He Lords and Commons in Parliament, fu:ding juſt caulc to fear , not 
onely the defperate deſigns of Papiſts, and others of rhe malignant par- 

tic at home, but alſo the malice of Enemies. incired by them from abroad, 
Thought ir neceſſary for the lafery of this Kingdome, to. ſecure the Towneef 
King$ton upon Hul, bein one of the mott contiderable places for {trengrh, and: 
affording the beſt conveniency for landing of Forreign Forces ; And whetea 
great part of the magazine of the Kingdom for that time was placed ; And for 
that end appointed Sir /ohz Fotham, one ofthe members of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, being a Gentleman of the ſame County, of a conſiderable Fortune , and 
approved Integcity, to take upon him the Government of that Town , andto 
draw thirther ſome of the Trained Band for the Guard thereof : In which ape 
prehenſion and reſolution rhereupen taken, rhey are the more confirined by the 
fight of fone intercepted Letters of the Lord Digby, (a principall perſon of that

ſuppreſſe them by force, as the Law hath direQed and given you Power to do.

an Ordinance of Parliament, and with all humilitie did preſent the ſame 
to His Majeſtic for his Royall aſſent , Who notwithſtanding the faithfull ad- 
yice of his Parliament, and the ſeverall Reaſons offered by them of the neceſſi> 
ty thereof, for rhe ſecuring of his Majeſties perſon , and the peace and ſafety of 
his people;{ did refuſe to give his conſent, and thereupon they were neceſſitated, 
in diſcharge of the truſt repoſed in them as the repreſentative body of the King- 
dome, to make an Ordinance by Authority of both Houſes, to ſer:le the Aile- 
' tia, warranted thereunto by the fundamentall Laws of the Land : his Maieſtie 
taking notice thereof, did by feyerall Meſſages invite them to ſettle the ſame by 
AR of Parliament, affirming in his Majeflies Meſſage ſent in Anſwer to the 
Petition of both Houſes preſented to his Majeſty at Torke, March 26.

of ſo high importance. that the ſafety ofhis Kingdom, and the peace of his peo». 
ple depends upon it. But now what ul be the exceptions to rhis Bill? nor any - 
ſure, that was to the Ordinance ; for a care was taken to give ſfatisfaRion in all 


thele particulars. Then the exception was becauſe that the diſpoſing and exe- 
cution thereof was referred to both Houſes of Parliament, and his Majelty ex- 
cluded : and now that by rhe Bill, the power and execution is-aſſertained , and 
reduced to particulars, and the Law of the Realme made the Rule thereof, his 
Majeflie will not truſt the perſons.

Liberties of his people by Martiall Laws weremade ſubjeR , for ſuch wasthe 
power given to Lord Lieytenants, and Deputy Lievtenants in every County of 
this Kingdom, and that without the conſent of his people, or authority of Law. 


But now incaſe of extream neceſſity , upon the adviceof both Houſes of Par-

Many other Bils and Propobtions are in preparation for the Kings Prols 
and Hqnour, the peoples ſafety and proſperity, In the proceedings whetcof, wee 
are much hindred by His Majeſties abſence from the Parliament , which is 
topether contrary to the uſe of his Predecefſprs , and the Priviledges of Patlis 
ment , whereby our time is conſumed by a multitude of unneceſſary Meſſ- 
ges , and our innocency wounded by cauſleſſe and ſharp InveRives, Yet we 
doubt not , but wee ſhall overcome all this at laſt , if che people ſuſft 
not themſelves to be deluded with falſe and ſpecious ſhews,and ſo drawn to btr 
tray us to their owne undoing who have ever beene willing to hazad 
the undoing of our ſelves , that they might not be betray*d by ournege 
le& of the truſt {repoled in vs? bur [if it! were poſſible, they ſhould” preval 
herein, yer wee would not fail through Gods grace ill ro perſiſt in our dutty 
and to look beyond our own Lives, ERates and advantages, as thoſe who think 
nothing worth the enjoying without the Liberty,Peace,and Safety of the King 
dom : nor any thing too good to be hazarded in diſcharge of our Conſcienes 
for the obtaining of it ; And ſhall always repoſe our ſelyes upon the Prototi 
on of Almighty God ; which wee are confident ſhall never he wantingtow 
(while we feek his glory) as wee have found it hitherto, wonderfully going# 
long with us in all our proceedings.

the World. VVe will not accuſethe Framers of this Declaration (howboll 
ſoever they are with 'Vs) that they incline to Popery ; of which another 
Maxime is, That VVe muſt ſubmit Our Reaſon and Vnderſtanding (andthe 
Scripture it Self) ro that Declaring Power-of His : Neither will VVe tell them 
(chough they have told Vs fo) that they uſe the-very language of the Rebelsdf 
treland : and yet they ſay thoſe Rebels Declare, That whatſoever theyda; fn 
the Good-of the King and Kingdom. But Our good SubjeRs will eakly purthe 
Caſe to themſelves. whether. if the Papitls in Ireland in truth were, or by AR Ri 
or Accidenthad made themſelves the major part of both Houſes of Parliament WW 
there, and had pretended the Truſt (in that Declaration) from che Kingdom W 
of Freland, thereupon had vored, Their Religiun and Libectie to be in dang MW ®:

of Parliament, whom the Kingdom had truſted for that purpoſe ir being 
racir duty to ſee it diſcharged according to the Condition and true Intentther» I , V 
of, and by all poſſible meanes ro prevent the contrarie : we ſay, let all Our ul 
g00d SubjeRs conſider If that Rebellion had been plotted with this Formalt 
tie, and thoſe Circumſtances declared to be Legall ( at leaſt, —o— to the 
equitable ſence of the Law ) and to be for the publick good, and jultifiabledy 
neceflity ( of which they were the onely Judges) Whether, though they right 
have thought their Deſfigne the more cunning, they would beleeve it thematk 
Juſtifiable ? Nay, letthe Farmers of this Declaration aske themſelves, If 


Fell Connſellours, The Malignant bow, The perfons ill-affefted, the Poptjh 
Lands, end their Adherents ſhould prove now, or hereafter to be a Major par 
of both Houſes ( for it hath been declared a great part of both Houſes have 
been ſuch, and ſo might have been. the greater ; nay, that the greater Part of

jiledoe, to make a Declaration ſo like Law without Vs ; oc upon the pri- 
rildge of the Lords, to make and publiſh ſuch a Declaration after they had 

ted the bill, and ſome of them refuſed to rake the Proteſtation ; or upon 
theLibertie of the SubjeR;, fo farre to impoſe any ſuch thing upon them,with= 
ourconſent of Parliament, Yet of this We took no notice, but preſſed till the 
dbandino of the Armies, and interpoſed and quickened them in nothing elſe; 
whichwas againe with all earneſtneſſe defired by the Scors at Newcaſtle, and 
preſſed by their Commiſſioners at Londoy. - 

But a new fright was now found to ſtartle the people, and to bring Vs into 
hatred or jealouſte-with them : The generall rumours of Treaſons and Conſpi- 
ncies began'to loſe credit with all ten,who began to confhider what they fe 
morethen what others feared;and therefore they had now found out a Treaſon 
indeeeven ready to be put in execution upon the whole Kingdom. the repre- 
{ntative body thereof;a Plot to bring up the whole armie out of the Northerne 
partsto Lowdor. A. ſtrange Plot indeed, which conſidering the conſtitution of 
thattime; no inan can beleeve Vs guilty of, and though they made great uſe of 
itothefilling the minds'of Our people with fears and apprehenfions, they ſee>-: 
mednotthen ro charge Vs with any knowledge of, or privitie to it ; whatthey'- 
taye done fince,all the world knows,notwithſtanding Our many Proteſtations: 
nthatpoint. And we cannot bur ſay, that by thoſe Examinations of Colonell 
Foo facob Aſbley.and Sir John Conjers,and M.Percies letter, whiclvis all 

Evidence We have-ſcen.and by which they ſeem principally to bee guided, : 
Wecannot ſitisfie our own private conſcience,that there was ever a Reſolution: 
dbringing up the Army to Loxdon,and upon the triteſt examination We can 
make of that buſineſſe, We can find it to be no other then this. :

publiſhed according to Law,for the due obſervation ofthe Laws eRabliſhedai 
for ſuppreſſing thoſe diſorders, which were every day breaking out by fataad 
mean looſe perſons, againſt the divine Service appointed by Law, the houſe of 
Cormmons took upon them publickly to declare againſt that Order, becauſe

tenifhed who boldly and ſeditiouſly preached againſt the'Goyernment of the 
iiech”, againſt the Book of Common Prayer, againſt Our Kingly Lawfull 
Powerand againſt Our Perfon,many of which were commended ro(ifnot im- 
: upon) Kites: firſt by ſpeciall Lerters ,"and earneſt ſolicitations from 
the prime eaders of this turbulent FaQtion, after by Ordecs, requiring ſuch | 
Miniſters as would not accept theit recommendation'to attend and ſhew cauſe, 
All Licefice was given to thoſe lewd, ſeditious Pamphlets,” which piled the

Matters being thus ſtated & all paſſibleskill being uſed by that Faftion, ai 
their Emiſſaries of the Clergy (who at the faine time luch clamour was raiſde 
the unlawfulnes that the Clergy, ſhould meddle in temporall Aﬀairs, were the 
chief Agents to derive. their. ſeditious direQtions tothe People, .and wereallde 
week attending the daores:of bath Houſes to be employed in their.cxrands)

perſons, who in truth were or might be made obnoxious to their Power) then 
that by unſctling that whole buſineſle of the AZiliria throughour the Kingdon 
they inight the more eafily bring in their owne power of governing it a5 they 
have ſince endeayoured to do ; and thereupon they preſumed to bring in ſh 
Bill into the Houle of Commons to place a Generall at Land, and an Adminl 
at Sea by AR of Parliament , with ſuch Power and Authoriy over the lis 
and fortunes of all Our SubjeRs as ſhould be lyable to no controul, nortoke 
queſtioned by any ſuper-1ntendent hand , with a pre-pardon for. wharſoere 
they ſhould doe under colour of thoſe Offices ; either of which Officers ſhoull 
have bin a much greater man then Our Self, and commanded in Our Kingdon 
above Us. The matter of which Bill, to ſhe their defigne, is fincedigeſted n- 
to their new Generals Commiffion.and the pretended Ordinance to the Earl of 
Warwick, And all this was then pretended to be a matter of abſolute neceſſity for 
the preſervation of Us and Our Kingdome ; but at that time it could procureno 
other credit then to be ſuffered to reſt in the Houſe, as an evidence of the liber- 
ry might be uſed in the preferring of Bils. They had by this time takenallthe

to be accepted and publiſhed upon yery weighty Reaſons, aboye the conſiders 
tion of Our Honour and Safety. : |

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- Shottly after their comming together upon the receſſe, a new Bill was prefer» 
ed inthe Houſe of Connmons, for the taking away the Votes of Biſhops out of 
the Houſe of Peers, which being once rejeRted before , ought not by the corſe 
and Order of Parliament to have bin admitted againe the fame Seffion : bur 
that was cafily over-ruled , and inthe Houle of Commons ir did paſſe, many 
men the more willingly concurring therein , upon hope that that Bill be- 
once conſented to , the fury of that FaCtion which with fo great violence 
an abſolute deflrution of the EcclefaRticall Government, would be a- 
, orthatthe rage being diſcerned , they would loſe thar ſtrength which 
dthem, But the Lords quickly found that the Ring-teaders of that 
Fattion had not ingenuity enough to be compounded with, and therefore with 
them it was not like to finde fo cafie a paſſage. Now their reſort was to the 
6 whom upon ſeverall occahions they had trained down to Weſtminſter in 
multitudes with ſwords and clubs, and had often ſent for them when any 
debatewas like tobe carried a gainft them in either Houſe ,/ the patticulars 
whereof We' are ready to prove. y 
Eyery man Will conceive, We were in a great ſtrait to find Our Seif ſo.niath 
diſappointed of that return, the con{ciouſneſſe of Our own merit, andthe many 
plarious profeſſions made by both Houſes, bid Vs to expeRt:We ſaw the Laws 
abſolutely trampled under feet, and a defignelaid to ruine the Govertitnent of 
theKingdom/and-to deſtroy V+and Out Poſterity : Wee ſaw this deſigne car- 
riedby afew men, whoſe hatred and malice to Our perſon We found implaca= 
ble; and their contempt of Vs and Our Authotity ſo viſible and notorious, that 
\they forbore not to expreſſe it in their mention of Us in all Companies: Wee 
fa their Power arid Im:ereſt to be ſo great, that they were able to miſ-lead 
——_ meh; and to countenance their Actions madefunder thenatme 
of dab louſes of Parliament : Wee were reſolved thatnothing:they ſhould 
do&within thoſe wals ſhould provoke Us, till time and: the —_— good 
menſhould have of them ſhould diſcover their purpoſes ; therefore Wee aj 
OurSelfonely tothe Law, hoping that the inſolence and licentiouſneſſe 
people rhight by Ouc help be curbed by that Rule. The Tumults grew ſo 
ttorious'and ſo dangerous, that 'they threarned and aſſaulted the'Members of 
both Houſes, wheteupon the Houſe of Peeres (which it ſeemes the Lotdspre- 
ſeatar the paſſing of one of their late Declarations , wherein they deny'there 
having beeniany-Tumnlts, had forgot) at a conference with the Houſe of Com- 
monsewice very earneſtly deficed that they would for the dignity of Parlit=

dy no proviſion made for the ſuppreffing of Tumults , but that proviſion 
telaw had made againſt them diſcountenanced and taken away , and Wee 

OurSelf cenſured for raking ſo much firength about Vs , as might for ſome 

Weoppoſe ſuch force as was like to be offered to Our owne Gates. - What 

ould Wee doe ? Wee very well knew the Contrivers of all theſe Mif- 

dirs , Who had: by their exceeding Induſtry and Malice wrought this 
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in the Common:-people, ſuch a d —_ 20% in the City, and fo horrid acne. 
fuſion in the Church, and all this to fatisfie their own private ends, and Ambj.! 
tion; for themſelves know what overtures have bin made by them , andyirk 
whar importunity , for Offices and Preferments , -what great ſervices ſhould - 
have,bin done for Us, and what other undertakings were ( even to have ſay 
the.life of the Earle of Strafford) if We would confer ſuch Offices upon them, 
We were ſure We could make ſuch particular proofs againſt them ofa ſolemge 
Combination entred into by them for altering the Government of the Chun 
and State; of their deſigning Offices to themſelves and other men ; of theirigl 
citing and drawing down the Tumults to Pe/?minſter ; and of their bidding the 
people in the height of their rage and fury to go to Phitehall, of their ſotahill 
and odious mention of Our Perſon, and.their Deſigne of. getting Our Son the 
Prince into their hands; of their treating with forreign Power to affifſt them, if 
they ſhould fail in their enterprizes : Yet Wee ſaw too that their Interel} and 
Reputation was ſo great with many of both Houſes of Parlzament,their Powe 
ſo abſolute with a 1nulttude of Brownifſts , Anabaptiſts., and other Sears.

We were no ſooner gone, but the Houſe adjourned it ſelf with ſome unuſy- 
all expreſſions of offence, and We were ſpeedily informed thar ſome Repony 
znd Scandals were raiſed againſt Vs in Our City of Londox. that VVehad 
pffered violence to Our Houſe of Commons, cant thither with force to nur. 
ſer ſeverall Members, and uſed threatning ſpeeches here againſt Our Patl- 
pent, and that this was but a Preface to an atrempt VVe meant toinake + 
= and upon the City. VVhereupon VVe reſolved the next day togoto 


e Guildhall, and to ſhew the oreat confidence We had in the AﬀeRions of 

ur faid City (wich We expe&ed ſhould have begot a proportionable conk- 
fence from them in Vs) We went attended with very few of Our own Ser- 
Vents, and then in the preſence of the Lord Major, the Aldermen, and a yery 
great Aſſembly of the chief Citizens and others, We made them a full Narre- 
tion of what We had done the day before, and aſſured them that We intendel 
No proceedings. but ſuch as were moſt agreeable to the Law ofthe Land; and 
the Priviledge of Parliament. this Demeanour of Ours We thought would 
have given ſatisfaRtion to al! Our loving SubjeRts; that if in truth We hader- 
red in the form of Our proceedings, yet Our intentions were full of Juſticeand 
regard to the generall Law of the Land, from which We ſhall nevec willing- 
ly ſwerve. But in tead of aty application to inform Our Judgement, where- | 
in We had erred, and how We were to proceed. both Our Houſes of Parliz» 
ment under the Title of Committees adjourned themſelves to the Guild-hall, 
and afterwards to Grocers-hall , the Perſons accuſed remove themſelves into 
the City, as to a SanRuary, and there manage and contrive bufineſſesto their

the delivery upon accidents and. occurrences of either or both Houfes. 
when many of Our poore deceived People of Our ſeverall Counties have come 
to Our City of London with a Petition ſo framed, altered, and figned = 
forclaid that Petition hath been ſuppreſſed, and a new oneready drawn hath 
been put into their hands; after their comming to Town, (infomuch _ | 
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thecompaty have known whar they petitioned for) and hath bin 
ſented to One of both Our Houſes of Parliament, as that' of Bedfordſhirerand

might at leaſt leſſen their appearance the next day : Bur theſe powerfull I- 
{ons would by no meanes conceale their triumph over Vs, but thenextdayae 
guarded from their Refidence in the City with multitudes of armed men, and 
Ammunition, in 4 Hoſtile and Warltke manner to Weſtmin/ter.

and induftrie was ufed to provoke and incenſe Our Mariners.Maſters of Skips 
and other Seamen, who were ſolicted by the Agents for the accuſed Perla 
and by their ſpeciall direftion to expreſle their affeRtion likewiſe to the Cub 
in hand.

Whitehall. ſcornfully asked What Was become of Vs, Whither We were gone? In 
this Equipage they came to both Houſes, where *tis no wonder they have ba 
fince able to governs having given ſuch teflimony of their powee-both by laid 
and water. Let all the world judge by whatLaw this Army was raiſed, and

mich therefore by humane authority, wittout wronglng any mans con- 
ende, may be altered and aboliſhed, upon fo great a neceſſity as is a hearty 


Conjun&tion with all the reformed Kirks, a firm and well-grounded Peace 
© between the two Kingdoms; formerly divided inthemiclves , and betwixt 


themſelves, by this partition-wall,and a perfect Union of the two Kirks in 
thetwo Nations, which although by the providence of God in one Ifland, 
and under one Monarch, yet ever ſince the Reformation, and for the preſent 
alþ areat great difference in the point of Kirk-Government, which 1n all 

2ces hath a powerfull jinfuence upon all the parts of Religion, then any 
other reformed Kirks , although 1n Nations at greateſt diftance, and under 
divers Princes. 

VI; What may terequired of the Kirk of Scce/and for furthering the 
work of Uniformity of Government, or for agreeing upon a common con- 
kfſion of Faith, Catechiſm, and DireRory for Worſhip, ſhall according to 
the order given by this Aſſembly, be moſt willingly performed by us, who 
lngextremely for the day when King and Parliament ſhall joyn for bring- 
ingto pal ſo great, ſo gooda work : That all Wars and commotions cea- 
ſing, all Superſtition, Idolatry, Hereſics, Sets and'Schiſins being removed ;

Arid we have alwayes defired from our hearts and fouls, manifeſtedingy_ 
ations and proceeditigs, and in {everall humble Petitions and Remonſtran. 
ces to His Majclty, profeſſed our loyalty and obedience to His Crown, tas 
dineſſe and reſolution to defend His Perſon, and ſupport His cſtate with ow 
lives and fortunes to the uttermoſt of our power. 

That we have been willing to paſſe by,not only thoſe injuries, ignominig 
fanders, and falſe accnfations, wherewith we have been privatcly oppteſſ 
and grieved, but likewiſe many puvlike incroachments , and highſurpats 
ons, to the prejudice of Religjon and Liberty, divers bloody, trayterousand

Let them remember 
who have compelled Us, and again(t Our Soules defire forced Us to raiſe thoſe 
Souldiers, and then if the Opprefſions and Rapines were indeed ſuch as are 
falſely pgetended, Our poore Subjects who ſuffer under them, will looke on 
them, and only on them, as the Authors of all the miſeries they doe or can un+ 
dergoe, We confeſle with gricfe of heart ſome diſorders have, and many more 
may befall Our good People by Our Souldiers, bur Wee appeale to all thoſe 
Countyes through which We have paſſed, what care We have taken to pre- 
rent, and what Juſtice We dayly inflit upen ſuch Offendours : neither hath 


'theleaſt complaint been ever made to Vs of violences and outrages, which We 


havenot to Our utmoſt Power repayred or puniſhed ; hovw ever thoſe falſe and 
teaſonable Pamphlets are ſuffered which accuſe Vs of giving warrant for plun- 
dring of Houſes. Our Mercy and Lenity is ſo well knowne to th? contrary, 


-thatitis uſually made an excuſe by thoſe who againſt their Conſciences afſilt 


this Rebellion againſt Vs: that they chuſe rather to offend Vs upon the Confi- 
dence of Pardon, then provoke thoſe Malignant Perfons who withour Charity 
or Compaſſion deſtroy all who concurr not with them in faRion and opinion. 
Howfarr We are from Rapine and Opprefſion may appear by Our Lenity to 
the Perſon, and ERates of thoſe who have not only exerciſed the /ttia (the 
ſeed from whence this Rebellion againſt Vs hath growne) but contributed 
Money and Plate to the maintenance of that Army which now indeavours to 
deſtroy Vs, as of Nottingham, Leiceſter, and many other places through which 


'We have paſſed, many of whom then were and now are jn that Army :to let 


paſſe Our paſſing by (Þartly (the houſe of the Earle of Eſſex) without other 
preſſures then as if he were the Generall of Our owne Army, and Qur expreſſc 
Orders to reftraine the Liberty, Our Souldiers would otherwiſe have uſed up- 


 enthatplace,and his Eſtate abour it. How contrary the proceedings are of theſe 
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» appears fully by the fad inſtancesihy 
every day give in the plundring by publick warrant, che houſes ofal ſuch whole 
Duty,Condcicnce,and Eoyalty hath cngacd themin Our Quarcell, which awy 

| man ought to make his own. By their declaring all perſons to be outaftle 
proteRion of Parliamen (and ſo'expoſing them to the fury of their Souldimm) 
who will riot aſſiſt this Rebellion againſt Vs, their anointed King, bythe dalh.- 
our-rages committed in 7orkeſhire , when contrary to the deſire and agreemen 
of that County (figned under the hands of both parties)they will nor ſuffer the 
Peaceto be kept, but that the Diſtrations and Confuſion may be univerkl 
over the whale Kingdome, direR their Governour of Hull ro make war upen 
Our good Subjedts in that County, and fo continue the robbing and plundri 
the Houſes of all ſuch who concur not with them in this Rebellion.

Forthe Horſes taken for Our Service-, which were provided for the ſervice 
of helerd, tis true, Wee were compelled for the bringing Our owne Wag-

innumber and of ſmall value, after they were certified to be of no uſe for 
tteſervice, for which they were provided. And for the Clorhes, upon enquiry, 
Wefinde that ſome few were taken by Our Souldiers (but-without-any Order- 
fomUls) going to {overtry, and as was probably believed for the reliefof that 
pace; then in a tuall Rebellion againſt Us, but how far We have hecn,and arc- 
tandiverting any of thoſe proviſions made forthe relief of that: poore King-

thouſand ſuits of Clothes which Wee found provided at Cheſter, but negletly 
ro be ſent, and which no neceſſity of our own Army here could preyail wil 
to ſeize. And how bold ſoever che reproches of thar kind have bin upon ge 
are confident malice it ſelte cannoclaythe leaft probable impuration upaall, 
for thenegleR of Our duty towards that Kingdoie. Whar one thing in Oy 
power have We negleRed or omitted, which might contribure to the aſſiſtance 
or caſe of Our poore Proteſtant SubjeRs the;e ? We firſt recommended theak 
of that buſineſſe to both Our Houſes of Parliament. Wee conſented toall Pro 
poſitions imade on the behalk, oftcred to raiſe ren thouſand Voluntiers,(whchif 
then accepted had ſhortned that wock ) offered to venture Our own perſon in 
the ſervice, whit interpretation that offer of Ours found , is known toall the 
world : Wee parted with Ourinterelt in the Land'of the Rebels, to encourage 
ſuch'who wece willing ta adventure in thar buſines,8& when Mony is raiſed 

Our conſent for that ſole purpoſe, they have at ance ſeized on a hundred thou- 
fand pound particularly appointed by A& of Parliament for the reliefof Irelod, 
(Our Army being ready to periſh for want of it) and imployed it to mayntain 
this unnaturall civill War at home. They have leavied men and entertained 
Commanders for that ſervice,and chen compelled them ta joyn in this Rebdli- 
on, and to march agaiaſt Us, and though they have complained of Our keeping 
the Lievcenant of /re/and ſome weeks with Us , (when intruth it was a ſeafn 
ofextraordinary buſineſſe, ) after wee had in vain for many moneths preſſe 
his diſpatch, yer themſelves now detain him, when his going is ſo neceſſary fr 
the preſervacion of tharKingdom, And no doubt theſe 1nen (a cheſe alone)by

- of all the inſupportable calamiries that Our Kingdom of 7relavd endures. In 
all the World Judge where the deſire of Peace is, and upon whoſe account.the 
bloud and confuſion which hath bin ſhed and mult follow, ſhall he caſt, And 
whetherthe ſeverall Proclamations aad Declarations publiſhed by Us , tare 
not bin extorted from Us, by ſuch un-heard of infolencies and injuries, whid 
no former times ever produced, neither can any ſober man wonder, when Wee 
are publickly reproached, traduced, and reviled ta Qur people(a praQticenere 
known till chis Parliament) that We endeavour by a tcue Relatiun and Dec 
ration of Our Actions and Intentions, and ef their Canſpiracies , whohare 
yowed Our deſtruRion,to informe Our good SubjeRs of the cunning andmer 
lice they are to encounter with ; and when a Combination is entred intoto ds 
troy Vs, and to alter the ws and Law of the Kingdome, andto that put- 
poſe an Army raiſed gnd marching againſt Vs, that Wee proclaume the Gene- 
rall of that Army and ſuch who ſhall aſſiſt him in leavying a War gd

| Becauſe we will not admit no rule to govern by, butour own wils : and what 
preſumption either ſtrong or weak, isthere for that ? Certainly, the ae 
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"wn is Rronger- ahd more yehement , that they will admitno other rule to 
voy by, but their own wils ; that will not admit the Rule to be theic Guide 
jnany other ſenſe then they themſelves pleaſe ro underſtand again the judg- 
mentofthe competent Judges thereof, which is the High Court of Parliament. 
And as the miſery of Athens was at the higheſt , when ir ſuffered under thir 
Tyrants ; fo will the miſery of E»g/ad beatthe higheſt, when it ſhall be at 
the devotion of three hundred Cavaliers, and protected againſt the Pacliament 
by the Souldiery.

Bur 
moſt injuriouſly,moſt malicioully it is affirmed by the Contrivers of this An- 
wer, That we told the King, that we might without want of modeſty and duty de- 
poſe him, Did we fo much as once name that word , the ſionification whereof 
We profeſſed, that we did not ſuffer ſo much as to enter into our thoughts ? Did 
welay, that with ditty and modeſty we might depole the King, becauſe we ſaid 
we never ſuffered it to enter into our thoughts? Or do nor they rather ſay ir,that 
Will needs make Prefdents to be Rules and Patterns? Sur:,when we faid, Thar 
fome Preſidents were ſuch, as that they ought not to be Rules for us to follow, wee 
wht by any ingenious Reader, with much more probability, bin thought ro 
taye intended tho of depoſing Kings , then to have faid , that with duty and 
modeſty Kings might be depoſed ; becauſe we affirmed that we had nor ſuffered 
kethings to entgr into our thoughts, a reads that Clauſe of our De- 
"97M rtt 3 cla- 
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claration , will ſee cleerly, that our Diſcourſe rendeth to this onely , T ** 


there vvas little Reaſon to binde us up to Preſidents , becauſe ſome were wwe 


'> andall mightfall ſhortof the preſent caſe and occafion ; fo' there wy  * 


little Reaſon, if we ſhould make all Preſidents patrernes to upbraid us, asim- 
pudent and difloyall, in compariſon of former Parliaments, when all the world 
knoweth they had done more then we would ſuffer our ſelves to entertain ints 
our thoughts. 

And now we leave itto every man to judge, with what candor our words 
and Ations are repreſented to the view of his Majeſty and of the Kingdome, 
and whether, in ſtead of anſivering of our Reaſons , ithath not bin the princi- 
pall ayme of the Contrivers of that , and other late Declarations , by any 
means" Chow unjuſt , how untrue ſoever ) to render the Parliament odious 
to ſimple people, vyho they hope will never examine the truth and grounds of 
what is ſaid, and to whom they cauſe their Declarations to be read fo carefully 
in the Churches. 

And although they would perſwade his Majeſty , Thar there. is little conf- 
denceto be placed in our modeſly and duty ; yet, as God is vvitneſſe of our 
thoughts, ſo ſhall our A ions vvitneſle to all the World , that to the honour 
of our Religion, and of thoſe that are moſt zealous in it ( fo much fAlruckenat 
by the Contrivers ofthat Declaration: under odious names ) vve ſhall ſuffer 
more from and for our Sovereigne , then vyce hope God vvill ever permit the 
malice of vvicked Counfellours to put us to, and though the happineſſe of this 
and all Kingdoms, dependeth clyefly upon God, yer yyee acknovvledge thatit 
doth ſo mainly depend upon his Majeſty and the Royall branches of that Root, 
That as vve have heretofore, fo vve ſhall hereafter etteeme no hazard too great 
no reproch roo vile, but that vve ſhall vvillingly goe through the one, and un- 
dergo the other. That "vve and the vvhole Kingdome may enjoy that happis 
neſle, vvhich we cannot in an ordinary way of providence expect from any 6 
ther Fountaine or Streams, then thoſe from whence (were the poyſon of evil 
Counfls once removed from about them) we doubt not, but we and the whole 
Kingdom ſhould be ſatisfied moſt abundantly. 

We doe {lill acknowledge. that it were a very great crime in us, if we hador 
ould do any thing whereby the Title and Intereſt of all the Subjeds totheir 
Lands were > £-noa. 4 But doe we deſtroy his Majeſties , or any mans proprie- 
ty, becauſe we ſay the Parliament pay diſpoſe of ſuch chings wherein they 
have a righr (ſappoſe of propricty) in ſuch a way as the Kingdome may notbe 
indangered-thereby ? | 

But we call our ſelves the Parliament. And did not our Anceftours doeſo in 
all times; fince there were Parliaments ? Bat we challenge that power without 
Aaiefttes conſent : And did we nor ſeek his Majeſties conſent ? If his ny 
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Fkduced by wicked Counſell, will bo; hearken to us in thoſe things that are 
meeefſacy, for the preſervation ofthe Peace and ſafety of the Kingdom, ſhall 
me ſand and looke on, whilſt the Kingdom runs to evident ruine and deſtru- 
fign ? Bur wee arrogate to our ſelves alone the judgment of this danger, this ne= 
eſt, this common good of the Kingdome, and thereby unſettle the ſecuritie of all 
men: Eſtates and expoſe them to an Arbitrary power of our own , And do not they 
de the like and worſe, that attribute the ſole judgement of this danger, this 
neceſſity, to themſelves (who are no Judges ar all) again't the judgement ofthe 
Repreſentative Body of the whole kingdom, or ar leaſt to his Majefly alone, 
who out ofhis Courts is not Judge of the leaſt damage, or treſpafſe done to 
theleafi of his Subjects ? 

There muſt be a Judge of that Queſtion wherein the ſafery of the Kingdom 
depends (for it muſt not lye uncerermined) If then there benot an agreement 
between his Majeſtie and his Parliament, either his Majefte muſt be the Judge 
zgainſt bis Parliament, or the Parliament without his Majeſtie ; Tfhis Majeſtic 
- apainſt his Parliament, why not as well ofthe neceſſity in the Queſtion of ma- 

ng a Law without and againſt their conſent, as of denying a Law againſt 
their defire and Advice? The Judge of the neceſſity in either cat by like reaſon 
is Judge in both ; Beſides, if his Majeſtie in this difference of opinions ſhould 
be Judge, hee ſhould be Judge in his own caſe, bur the Parliament ſhould be 

ſudges berween his Majeltie and the Kingdom, as they are in many, if not in 
allcaſes. And ifhis Majeſty ſhould be Judge he 0.0114 be Judge out of his 
Courts and againft his higheſt Court, which he never is, bur the Parliament 
ſhould onely judge without his Majeſties perſonal conſent, which is a Court of 
Judicature, it always doth, and all other Courts as well as ir; if the King be for 
 teKingdom, and not the Kingdom for the King. And if the Kingdom beft 

knows what is for irs own good and preſervation ; and the Parliament be the 
Repreſentative Body of the Kingdom, it is eafie tv judge who in this cafe 
ſhould be the Judge ; Bur it is Not fo cafie to underſtand what 1s the danger of 
unſettling, by this means the ſecurity of all mens Eftates ; Is all this danger 
kept off us by his Majeſlies ſingle vote ? Are all mens Eftaces withour ſecurity 
and oppoſed to an Arbitrary Power, becauſe in all Courts of Juſtice, and in 
the hich Court of Parliament (and that without any arpealfrom it) mens. 
Eſtates and Intcreſts are Judged without his Majeſties perfonall Aﬀent ? We 
donot fay this, as if the Royall Aſſent were not requiſite in the paſſing of Laws 
tordoe, or ever did weſay, That becauſe his Majelty is bound to give his con- 
ſentto good Laws, preſented unto him by his people in Parliamear: that, there- 
frethey ſhall be Laws without his conſent or at all Obligatory. Saving onely 
" forthe neceſſary preſervation of the Kingdom whilſt that neceſſity laſteth. and 
kichconſent cannot be obtained.-But we aid. ir, ro this-ead; that the Kingdom 
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may ſee that the Contrivers of the late Declarations ſeek to poſlelle the peojie 
with feares and jealouſies of an Arbitrary power in the Patliament,uponfare Wh 
lefſe ground, then we are ſaid to amuſe them with feares of forreigne Fora, 
whereof the danger might be apparenc (which is ground enough far prevent- 
on )though not reall, and reall,though not effeRuall. becauſe prevented or diyer- 
ted ; But we are no Parliament, no Major part of both Houſes, but a Faflionqre- 
wailing agairit a Major part of both Houſes, and pretending them to be evill 
Counſellors, a Malignant party about his Majeſty, &c. This is ſomething indeed; 
this would goe farre in anſwer to our Declaration, which without it wee 
not {o eaſie to beanſwered. A FaQion prevailing againſt the Major part of 
both Houſes, and pretending thein ta be a Malignant party, is like indeedts 
defiroy the Rights bath of King, and People. And we will adde too, the com- 


mon _ alſo of all the people, and the conſervatory of all their Rights, which

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is the Parliament. And becauſe this is fo, therefor doe wee believe this is ende 1 
voured to be dane by the Malignant party about his Majeſty, which by cun- 
ning and force labours to prevail againſt the true Major part of both Houſes, WI * 
pretending them to be a FaQion {of Malignant, Schiſmaricall and ambitiou t 
perſons, that would ſubje&t both King and people, to their own lawlefle Arbi- L 
trary power and government. 2Y L 
[But a FaRion prevailing againſt a Major part uf both Houſes. Where isthat WM * 
Major part ? abour his Majeſty ? impoſſible ; Shall ſome twenty of the Hoiſe 0 
of Commons and lome thirty of the Lords (whereof none can AQ any thing l 
there, in the capacity of a Member of Parliament) be the Major part ofboth d 
Houſes at Londor,that a FaQtion hath prevailed againſt ? when ? How didthat Wl % 
FaRion prevail againſt them ? by cunning ; when were the Major parth Ml i 
fooliſh, 25s to be prevailed over by cunning, and that they ſhould ſuffer theme th 
ſelves to be voted a malignant Party ? Why were they not ſo wiſe when they wy 
underſtood it, to unyote themſelves, and vote that fation a malignanc party? il {: 
Whar Parliaments, what Lawes ſhall be unqueftionable, if this may paſſefor Wl % 
an exception ? By force that fattion prevailed : that were ſomething indecd, but L

As if we did abuſe our Truſt to the deſtruition of Hrs Majeſtiethe diſulmiof 
his Government and Authority, and to make our ſelves perpetuall diftators,outh 
King and People,&c. 

They are of the like Nature, wich many more of that kind, wherewith the 
Declaration is ſtufc, which as they are without all ground of proofe : So ther 
will be no end or neceflicy of anſwering them ; but as we never allowed the 
People to make an equitable confruction of the Lawes and Statutes, þ i 
Cannot in reaſon bee denied to the Supreame Court of Judicature for to doe 
irwhen there is a cauſe ſo to doe: And wee hope the People will never be 
Carried away with a noiſe of words and reproaches againſt the Parliamey, 
without any colour of proofe to make any ſuch equitable conflrution of the 
AQ for continuance of this Parliament as may tend to the diſfolution thereof 
andtheir owne deſtruRtion therein, and that of the Kingdome of Jrelad, 
rogether with them ; As we faid before, ſo we fay Rill, that we ſhall neverg 
low by way of conſent and not of comptrolement,( in which fence wee h 
the expreffion is humble and dutifull enough) that His Majeſty ſhould be 
Judge of the Law out of his Courts : So wee muſt avow that the high 
Court of Parliament is the competent and higheſt Judge of the Law, and ye 
we neither make our ſelyes Popes, norRebells in ſaying ſo, or doing fo : we 
did nor ſay that the Parliament without his Majeſtic had a power of declating 
the Law. | 
So as their Declaration ſhould be a generall rule to all caſes, but to declar 
the Law in a particular caſe in Queſtion before them, it is no more then. they 
alwaies didand his Majeſty himſelf in a former Declaration granteth,thatye 
have power rodo. But what if the Parliament judge that to be Law, which 
all the world ſees is nut Law ? " J 

And what ifhis Majeſtic anda few private Perſons about him Judge thatog © 
to be Law,which all the world ſees to be law? whether the preſumption dee Fo 
not lie tronger,where the Law hath placed no power of Judicature then when of 
ithath placed it inthe higheſt & laſtreſorr, ler all the world judge.

and Traitors, and how ſhall ir hinder the Kings Courts and. Miniftets, t6'pro- 
ceed againſt them judicially, if they ſubrair, or by force, if they make oppoſiti- 
on with force? If the King might controule all the Courts in reftminfler Hall 
zod the high Court of Parliament ir ſelfe , and make it good by force , what

And we believe no learned Law- 
yer will ft his hand to the contrary, nor need any man to be fearned in the 
Layesto underſtand that Treaſon is not commutted againſt the Kings Perfon, 
u#heisa man, butas he is » King, and as his Perſon hath relation to his Office. 
Who knows not that it is no Treaſon to Reale the Kings Horſe, nor to make 
ataty, or commit a Riot upon his Land,but to faigne(which isroRteale)his 
Smet or great Seale(becauſe of the relation it hathto his Office) or to invade 
appart ofhis kingdome, as it is part of his Dominions, is Treafon, And as 
Trafonis not againſl the Kings Perſon, as it is voyd of all relation to his Of- 

eeand Truſt; ſo much lefle as it ſtands in a relation oppofite and contrary 
/3 and: therefore, as it hath relation to his-Truft; fo alſo to the dif- 
ageofthat truſt; charbeing the Cauſe,and indeed the onely cauſe, why the 
lawhath provided more for the protetion of his Perſon, then of any other, be-

That we neither did itnar do fay ir, We never ſuffered that word of depeſing 
the King to go out of our mouths,nor the thing to enter into our thoughts, nor 
can it be colleRed out of any thing that we have ſaid: And now, for the Propeſ- 
tions wherewith we are ſaid to aſſault his Majeſty,and endeavour to deveRt him of 
all his regall Rights and Dignities,we doubt not but that we ſhal make it appeate 
to all the world, that what may ſeeme higheſt in our Propoſitions, hath been in 
cffeR asked and obtained by our Anceſtors before us,and by our meighbours 
beſide us ; and that we have more reaſon to aske it and to obraine it then either 
- theone or the other, and yet to teſtifie to all the world, how much wee defire 
peace, ahd to ayoyd the miſeries and confuſion ofa civill war, we have not, nor 
ſhall inſt upon any thing but what we hold neceſſary for the preſerration of 
the afetic and peace of the kingdome ; and for the ſecurity of our Religionand 


Liberties, and thoſe good Laws which we already have, and hope further to' 


obtain by the frequent meeting,and free fitting of Parliaments : and as we have 
been carefull to decline all appearance of any private reſpeRs in them to our 
ſelyes,ſo having the honour of God and ofhis Majeſtie and the peace, freedome 
and proſperity ofthis kingdome chiefly before our eyes in theſe our propoliti- 
ons, and in all our ations, we relt aſſured that both God and man will ablicr 
and abominate that monſtrous and moſt injurious charge laid upon the 
ſntative bady of this whole kingdome, of deſigning the ruine not only of his Mi 
jeſties Perſon,but of Monarchie it ſelfe : and we appeale to all the world,whether 
worſe words then theſe can be given us? And whether we may not juſtly expel 
the worlt ations that the malice and power of the malignane party abouthis 
Majeſty can produce ? And whether 1t be not high time for us to Rand v 
our defence, which nature teacheth every man to provide for; and this ki 
(unlefſe it be very unnaturall, and very unmindfull ofit ſelfe cannot but afford 
ro them whom it hath intruſted.and by whom it js repreſented; And if the Mer 
tor part of both Houſes may fit free from force we doubt nor, bur that they mil 
notonely make it good that they have done themſelves and che whole kingdom

— Kings Army at old Braintford. 

E Bn Kings Army upon Saturday the twelfth of November inſtant ( of 
EL ter His Majcfties aſſent to treat jof Accommodation ) ſurprized Coos 
nell Holz his Regithent at old Srenford's and after they had poſſeſſed 
themſelves of the Town, they plundered it without any reſpedt of perſons 
( except tlithouſe'of one Brens a Cluirch Papiſt, whoſe wife is x yh 
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Kh Recuſant, avd he ſuſpeRed to give intelligence to the Kings Army) 
Fit, they drunk and dhe Nevund ena the ſeverall VT at 
"other places in the Town, and ſuch Beer and Wine as they could not drink, 
they [ct it Fun out ( in ſome cellars as deep as to the mid-legge. ) They alfo 
tak from the Inhavitants their money, linnen, woollen, bedding, wearing 
zpparell, horſes, cowes, ſwine, hens, &c. and all manner of vidualls; alfo 
myter, braſſe, iron pots and kettles, and all manner of Grocery, Chand- 
rand Apothecary ware : Nay, ſuch was their barbarous carriage, that 
many of the Featherbeds which they could not bear away, .they did cut the 
ticks of them in pieces, and ſcattered the feathers abroadin the ficlds rnd 
ſtreets, They did alſo cut the cords of the beds, and broak down the bed» 
trade, They did cut in piecesand burn the poor Fiſhermens botas and nets, 
by which they got their livings ( having pillaged them beſides of all that 
ever they had.) They did calt beef into the dirt which they carried not away 
with them : they littered their horſes with wheat ſheaves, they ſpoiled Nur- 
ſeries of fruit trees to good value ; and neer upon three hundred buſhells of 
wples from one man they took away, ſpoiled, and trampled to dirt with 
their horſes feet, beſides "fiftcen pair of ſheets, his bedding, &c. They alfo 
took candles to the value of twenty pounds and upwards from one man, 
and burnt them all night through the Army , and tuch as they carried not 
away, either they broak in pieces, or threw into the fire, or trod in the 
mire. Had they reſted with robbing of the richer ſort, it had been ſome 
tkeree of mercy, but they lt not unplundered the blinde Beggar at old 
ue WM Jraintford, taking from him and his wife their apparel, linnen, woollen, 
the WW wndbedding ;, and the like they did to the four Almeſ-women in the Spittle 
ad WI there, and took from them their wheels or rocks, ty which they got ſome- 
7. WM thing towards a livelihood, And when they had thus plundered and taken 
or Wl away all the goods ( except here and there a bed ) they defaced ſome houſes, 
» Wl ind{et one on fire { of purpoſe, as is conceived, to fire the Town ) which 
ed WW was afterwards quenched by an Inhabitant. Had their wicked carriages 
| hereended in the lofſe of the Inhabitants goeds, without hazzard of their 
"1 ron, they ha&undergone it with more patience ; but ſuch was their in- 
umane behaviour, that they did fct drawn {words an piſtolls c>ckt to 
men and womens breaſts, threatning them with death, if they brought not 
atall their money : And threatning otvers to cut off their noſes, and pur 
out-thar eyes., calling them Parliament Doggs, Round-headed Ragnes, 
katins and wounding ſome of them ( one of them being a Crepple ) taki 
ethers of the Inhabitants priſoners, and putting irons upon them. ' Others 
they tied with ropes, and ftript ſome to their ſhirts ; and as one of them 
that was led next day in irons towards -rHands ſtoopt to takea little water 
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and gray-headed ; fer they took one grave old Gentleman ( about <ighy 


yeers of age) and put him with other of the Inhabitants of the Townint - 


the Pound, where they were divers hours, and afterwards were remove 
Into the Slaughter-houſe, where they lay all night, it being a moſt naſty and 
noiſome place, and the old Gentleman being bound head and feet together 
all night, They alſo plundered an ancient Gentlewoman of about ſeventy 
; yeers of age ( whoſe age and weaknefſe would not permit her to po to 
Church for theſe ſeven yeerslaft paſt ) they took from her all her bedding, 
linnen, pewter, &c. and fven her mantle from her back, leaying her inz 
poor and miſerable condition. Their plundering was ſo antvectil that 
even divers of the richer, as well as the meaner ſort were, and to this 


ſtill are-enforced to live of the charity of the Earl of Ef-x his ſouldiers; | 


. the Cavaliersleaving ſcarce one piece of bread or meat inall the Town. It 
would pierce a heart of flint to ſee the tears droppins from the old mens 
Ey<&Z in expreſſing their fad condition » And a great addition to theſe crud- 
ties was the barbarous, mercileſſe, and unheard of uſage of the Parliament 
fouldicrs by the Cavaliers; for they did put them into a Pound, and there 
tied and pinioned them together, where they ſo ſtood for many hours; 
ſomeof them they ſtript to ole ſhirts,others to their breeches, moſt with- 
out ſtockings or ſhooes, and in that condition.removed them to the Slaugh. 
terhouſe, where they lay all night, and next day were dragged away over 
Hounſlow Heath towards Oatlands ; divers of them barc-foot and' bare-legge 
over Furzes and Thiſtles, till their fcet and legs did bleed,and were fore gar 
led. But theſe may be accounted bunt aQs.of grace and favour, in compart- 
ſon of what they did towards others of them :. For when divers of Maſter 
Hollss his fouldiers fled into the river of. Thames for ſafeguard' of their lives, 

they ſhot at them: as they were ſwimming, and' fo divers of them were 

"drowned.. They took after the fight ended five of the Earl of Eſſex his foul: 

diers, and tied them by the hands with ropes, and enforced them into ther- 
yer of Thames, who ſtanding in the water to their necks, caſting ther &8 

'on their enemies, in hopes of mercy, but ſuch was the mercileſſe condition 

of their adverſaries, that a Trocper rid into the water after them,and forces 

them to fall into-the depth of the water,. ſaying to them ( in a jecring mat 
ner) Swim for your lives, when it. was paſt all poſſibility to eſcape. Ha 
their barbarous carriages begun and ended in heat of blood'and reveng, It

I [ would not be believed ( at leaſt great pains have bcen taken thati 


might not) that the prerended Ordinance of the Militia ( the fukt 

attempt that ever was to make a Law by Ordinance without Our cop 
ſent) or the keeping Us out of Hu/, and taking our Armes and Munition 
from Us, could any way concerne the Intereſt, Property, or Liberty of 
the Subjz&; and it was confeſſed by that deſperate Leclaration it ſelfe of 
the 26 of May, that if they were found guilty of that charge of deſtroying 
the title and intereſt of our SubjeRs to their lands and goods, it were 
indced a very great crime. But it was a ſtrange fatall Lethargie which 
had ſeized Our good people, and kept them from diſcerning, that theNo- 


bilitie, Centry , Commonalty of Ezg/and, were not onely ſtrippedef% 


their preheminences and Priviledges , but of their liberties and eſtates, 
when Our juſt Rights were denyed Us ; and that no Subje& could from 
thenceforth expe to dwell at home, when We were driven from Qur 
Houſes and Our Towns. It was not poſſible that a Commiſſion could be 
granted to the Earle of Eſſex, to raiſe an Army againſt Us, and for the 
ſafety of Our Perſon and preſervation of the peace of the Kingdome, 
to purſue, kill and lay Us, and all who wiſh well to Us ; but chatinaſbor 
time inferiour Commanders, by the ſame authority , would require Our 
good Subjects for the maintenance of the property of the Subjecto ſup- 
ply them with ſuch ſummes of Money as they thinke fit , upon the penaliy 
of being plundred with all extremity of War (as the tile of Sir Edvard 
Bayntons Warrant runs againſt our poore Subjects in wilr/ire ) and by 
ach Rules of unlimitted Arbitrary power, as are inconſiſtent with the 
leaſt pretence or ſhadow of that Property it would ſeem to defend: 
If there could be yet any underſtanding to unskiltull and Supine toi 

heve, that theſe difturbers of the publick Peace, do intend any thing dit 
a generall confuſion, they have brought them a fad argument to theiromt 
doors to convince them ; after this Ordinance and Declaration, tisnotit 
any ſober mans power to believe himſelfe worth any thing, or that there 
is ſuch a thing as Law, Liberty, Property, left in £:0/4M, under the jacif 
dition of theſe men; and the ſame power that robs them now of the twet 
ticth part of their eſtates, hath by that but made a claim,and entituleditle 
to the other ninercen , when it ſhall be thought fir to haſten'the gene 
ruine. Sure, if the minds of all men be not (tubbornly prepared for fer 
vitude, they will looke on this Ordinance, as the greateſt prodigie 6

her by the logick and coniequence , than by the preſſure it lelf, this at 
mee ſweeps away all that the wiſdom and juſtice of Parliaments have pro- 
wded for them. Is their property in their «ſtates (ſo carefully looked to by

Maieſty Was inforced by tummults to leave the Parliament, and go from Whit 
hall, and to WithdraW himſelfe into theſe conrſes Which now he hath taken. 

I anſwer thereanto, I am commanded to tell you, That there was nooce 
ſion given by any Tumults riſing out of this City or the Suburbs, which mighe 
_ juſtly cauſe His Majeſties departure, and you may very well remember, thif 

after his violent coming to the Commons Houle of Parliament in that un 
fuall and unheard of manner (which was the beginning of theſe unhappy 
differences) that the very next day His Majeſty came into the City without 
any Guard, that He was preſent at the Common- councell, din'd at theSh 
riffes, and returned back againe, with manifold evidences of fidelity onthe 
partof the City, and without any ſuch expreſſionsin were unbeſceming th 
Majeltie of a King, or the duty of ſubjets : that he reſided divers days 
White-hall, and afterward at Hampton-Court, Windſor, and places adjoy 
ning, with ſmall forces about him, and yet never any attempt made whic! 
might give him any apprehenſion of feare : by all which it is maniteſt, thu 
this is an unjult aſperſioncalt upon this City, that any tumultuous carriage 
yours, was your occaſion of His Majeſtics leaving the Parliament, and witk 
drawing himſelfe to remoter parts. 4 

It is atfirmed, That th? Government of your (ity hath beene managed by 

few deſperate perſons, and that they doe exerciſe an arbitrary power, ] It 
anſwer to. which the two Houſes of Parliament gives you this teltim 
ny, that you have in moſt of the great occafions concerning the Goven 
ment of the City, followed their direRion, and that direion whichthy 
have given, you have executed, and they muſt and will maintaine to beud 
as ſtands with their honour in giving it, and your truſt and fidelity inthepe 
formance of it. 

It isobjeed in thethird place; That Contributions have been publick 
mide, for the maintenance of that Army Which did ioyne battell with the King 
and did by all the meanes that Treaſon and Malice could ſuggeſt, endeavonr! 
take avvay his Life, and deſtroy His Iſſne. Tothis I am commanded to 
That the deſigne of bringing up the Engliſh Armies, the gathering together 
the Cavaliers about Whire-hall , the violent coming to the Houſe of Com 
mons, the Kings going into the North, and raiſing Armes there, are cleeren 
d-nces that violence was firſt intended, & diverſe practiſes were madeagui
